Plight of Seniors Gets an Airing

"There ought to be a time when a senior citizen has paid his 


way out." 


No one at Friday's hearing of the Assembly Subcommittee 


on Senior Citizen Assessments argued that statement by 
Antoinette Tennant, director of the Ulster County Office for 
the Aging. The problem is how to do it while being fair to all 
parties concerned. 


The two-hour session in the legislative meeting rooms of the 


county office building was chaired by Assemblyman Ronald 
Stott, a Syracuse Democrat who took testimony along with 
Assemblyman Maurice D. Hinchey of Saugerties. 


Hinchey and Stott were co-sponsors of legislation amending 


the senior citizen tax exemption laws that passed the assembly 
but bogged down in the senate. 


The key aspect of their legislation would establish a sliding 


scale of senior citizen exemptions rather than the flat exemp- 
tions (running to $6,500) now in effect. 


Under the Stott/Hinchey bill a senior citizen earning up to 


$2.000 would be given a 100 per cent property tax exemption 
(but not school taxes) with a 90 per cent exemption up to 
53,000; a 75 per cent exemption up to §4,000: a 70 per cent 
exemption up to $4,499 and a 50 per cent exemption in the 
$4,500 to $6,499 range. There would be a 25 per cent exemption 
in the $6,500 to $6,999 range and no exemption above $7,000. 


The senior citizens who spoke weren't particularly impressed 


with the existing system and some viewed the assembly 
proposals as merely an extension of it. 


Some felt that something along the lines of Hinchey's "circuit 


breaker" proposal (paying a percentage of income toward taxes 
with ceilings imposed) would be more equitable to .senior 
citizens. 


Several speakers emphasized that the seniors did not expect 


to get off scot-free, that they were willing to pay something 
toward the cost of government but not to the point where it 
would cost them their homes. There was no disagreement on 
that either. 


The assessors also had their day in court and they detailed 


some of the problems they've encountered with the existing 
system, that due to a lack of manpower on the part of the 


assessors, works something like an honor system. 


Some senior citizens are less honorable than others, was the 


gist of the assessor's argument. "We want to help the needy, 
not the greedy," said Nicholas Badami of New Paltz. chairman 
of the Ulster County Assessor's Association. 


The assessors, for instance, feel that exemptions should apply 


to "households" and not to individuals only. They cite 
instances where senior citizens have (their) grown children 
living with them where the children contribute to the upkeep 
of the house but where it doesn't show in affidavits filed by 
the owner. 


"The community at-large should not be made to subsidize 


any person or group of persons where the need does not exist," 
said Martin Leskow, Woodstock assessor who presented the 
association's position to Hinchey and Stott. No one argued with 
that either. 


The assessors did suffer some criticism from the audience of 


about 60 persons, however. "These assessors don't care," 
charged Martin Nuccio of Shandaken. "If they know you 
they're with you. If they don't, you pay." 


Nuccio cited his own case where he had his taxes reduced 


by $100 when he turned 65 only to have the assessor raise his 
assessment by $750 thus costing him more in the end. 


Nuccio's story touched a common complaint among the 


seniors, that what one government agency gives another can 
take away and the "beneficiary" of the whole thing winds up 
the poorer. The suggestion was made and duly noted that 
benefits should be frozen at a minimum level and not subject 
to erosion by either inflation, rising taxes or governmental 
intervention. 


"What we want is our homes and a little money left over to 


live in dignity," said one elderly woman. 


Stott said he was "very impressed" by both the showing and 


the preparation of those persons who testified before his 
committee, Ulster County being the first stop on what will be 
a series of hearings throughout the state. 


Stott invited the spokespersons back to Albany in February 


where joint senate/assembly hearings will be held on final 
legislation. "We hope to make the legislation bipartisan." hr 
said. "We think this will be the year we get some of this 
legislation passed."

Decision Reserved in Teacher Firing 


KINGSTON 


Decision was reserved in Ul- 


ster County Supreme Court 
Friday in a suit filed by a 
former secretary to the Dean of 
Girls at Kingston High School 
who claims she was improperly 
suspended and fired from her 
job last June. 


Mrs. Victoria Ector, 31, of 82 


Henry Street, was represented 
in court Friday by Attorney 
Andrea Moran. The re- 
spondents in the case — the 
Kingston Consolidated School 
District, Superintendent of 
Schools Louis A. Salzmann 
and Board of Education presi- 
dent Ward D. Todd — were 
represented by Daniel H. Gaf- 
fney. 


After earing brief arguments 


from both sides, 
Supreme 


Court Justice Ellis J. Staley 
Jr. reserved decision. A ruling 
is expected in about 30 days, 
although Judge Staley has un- 
til Feb. 6, 1976 to hand down 
his decision. 


Mrs. Ector was fired by the 


board of education 
—- on 


Salzmann's recommendation 
— on June 30. The reason 
cited for her dismissal was 
insubordination. She had 
earlier been suspended for 30 
days on May 9. 


In a summation of the case 


presented in court Friday, Ms. 


Moran termed Mrs. Ector's 
dismissal "a sham" and said 
the penalty imposed for her 
alleged insubordination was 
"grossly excessive." 


According to her attorney, 


Mrs. Ector was told on May 1 
that she was to appear at a 
meeting with Salzmann and 
other district officials the next 
day to duscuss accusations 
leveled against her, concerning 
an earlier telephone call she 
had made to board member 
Doris Mulvin about an 
absentee problem involving a 
high school student. Contend- 
ing that her client was "justifi- 
ably intimidated" by the or- 
der, Ms. Moran said Mrs. Ec- 
tor telephoned David Joseph, 
director 
of Ulster 
County 


Community Action, for ad- 
vice. Mrs. Ector claims that an 
attorney in Joseph's office at 
the time told her that she 
didn't have to appear at the 
meeting without legal counsel 
or a written list of the charges 
and specifications against her. 


Mrs. Ector did not attend 


the meeting. She was sus- 
pended a week later, found 
guilty of insubordination by a 
district hearing officer and^ ul- 
timately fired from her job. 


"What happened to her was 


a sham," said Ms. Moran in 


court, "the school district used 
a trumped-up charge to get rid 
of her." She said the Civil 
Service Law makes it clear 
that "authorities cannot use a 
whimsical reason to get rid of 
someone." 


In his defense of the school 


district, 
Gaffney said that 


Mrs. Ector had "purportedly 
divulged confidential informa- 
tion from a student's record," 
and that her superiors simply 
wanted to talk to her about it. 


"At that time," said Gaf- 


fney, "no disciplinary action 
whatsoever was contemplated 
against her under Article 75 of 
the Civil Service Law . . . she 


was told that it was simply an 
informal meeting to discuss 
the allegations." Since there 
were no formal charges con- 
templated, said Gaffney, the 
woman was not denied any of 
her rights under the law. 


"We don't contend that the 


meeting was held to take dis- 
ciplinary proceedings against 
her," said Gaffney," ... there- 
fore, the Civil Service protec- 
tions don't apply. 


"Mrs. Ector acted on poor 


legal advice, or none at all, in 
refusing to attend the meeting. 
As a result of that refusal, and 
only because of that refusal, 
action was taken against her. 


. . there was nothing arbitrary 
or excessive in that action." 


Mrs. Ector is seeking, 


though court action, to be re- 
instated to the S4,776-per-year 
secretarial job which she held 
for 4 '/s years. She has also filed 
a complaint with the New 
York State Division for Hu- 
man Rights contending that 
she was fired, in part, because 
she is black. She is awaiting a 
decision on a preliminary hear- 
ing held three weeks ago that 
will determine whether the 
Human Rights Division pro- 
vides her with legal services for 
an action against the school 
district.

NO Points Out 
(Serious Impact' 


HIGHLAND 


Stating that "the environmental impact and radiological 


hazards of nuclear plants do not respect town or county 
boundaries," a spokesman for Mid-Hudson Nuclear Opponents 
(NO) said Friday that the Highland-based organization has 
filed a petition to intervene in hearings that will determine 
whether an atomic plant is built in the Greene County 
community of Cemehton. 


In its petition to the Public Service Commission, which will 


conduct the hearings, NO cites the proximity of Cementon to 
Ulster County (it's just over the border north of Saugerties.) 
as well as the "serious impact" the plant might have on the 
Hudson River, which is a source of drinking water for a number 
of Mid-Hudson communities. 


Also cited in NO's application are the potentially adverse 


climatic effects resulting from the operation of the plant s 
cooling towers, which would emit huge amounts of hot water 
vapor into the atmosphere each day. 


"We are also deeply concerned about the transportation ot 


radioactive fuel elements and waste products thiouglTthe 
Valley," said NO member Shirley Brand of Highland, bhe 
estimated that radioactive shipments from Cementon could 
number over 100 per day once the plant is in operation. 


NO also is concerned that either a 700-acre site in Red Hook 


or a 2,300 acre site in the Towns of Lloyd and Esopus might 
eventually be designated as an alternate to the Cementon site. 
At present, the alternate site is located near Athens m Greene 
County, but a number of residents in that area are campaigning 
to have the alternate site located outside the county. 


In addition, she noted, Mid-Hudson Pattern for Progress has 


recommended in a much-criticized report that all nuclear 
generating facilities planned for the Mid-Hudson region be 
clustered at the Lloyd-Esopus site. Faced with that possibility, 
the local organization says it wants to go on record (officially) 
as being opposed to nuclear development anywhere m the 


rcThe'nuclear 
power plant proposed for Cementon would be 


built by the Power Authority of the State of New \ork 
(PASNY), which has already filed the necessary applications 
with the Public Service Commission and the federal Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission. 


Before the plant can be built, it must be granted a 


"certificate of environmental compatibility and public need 
by the New York State Board on Electric Generation Siting and 
the Environment. 
. 


No date has been set for the hearing on that certificate, 


although it is believed they won't be held until March or April 


° In its presentation at the hearing, NO says it will draw upon 
the expertise of scientists, technicians and^ environmentalists 
from the Mid-Hudson region to dispute PASNY's contention 
that its atomic plant would have no adverse impacts on the 
environment or ecology of the Mid-Hudson region. 


Previously, NO had directed most of its attention to plans 


by the New York State Energy Research and Development 
Authority (ERDA) to classify the Lloyd-Esopus site as suitable 
for as many as four nuclear power plants. ERDA has already 
made that determination; the state agency will now attempt 
to sell its Site Development Plan and varied impact research 
reports to either a private utility, a consortium of utilities, or 
PASNY.

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CBS: Reflections in a Bloodshot Eye 


Executive Suite Love-Hate Chemistry 


'Editor's Note: This is the 


seventh in a series of special 
articles written by Robert 
Metz on the subject: CBS: 
Reflections in A Bloodshot 
Eye. Today's article deals 
with the love-hate chemistry 
in the executive suite.) 


NEW YORK 


Dr. Frank Stanton was one 


of the few CBS executives who 
managed to thrive for decades. 
In 1935 Stanton, a shy but 
ambitious 27-year-old in- 
dustrial psychologist from 
Ohio State University, was 
hired for $55 a week by CBS in 
New York to develop data for 
use by radio ad salesmen—and 
he did, most successfully, 
working 12 to 14 hours a day 
from the outset. Stanton also 
came up with a program- 
analysis system to guage the 
probable appeal and audience 
size of radio shows—and there- 
fore the show's allability tc 
sponsors (CBS still uses the 
basic system for TV.) 


Stanton's relentless toil 


didn't go unappreciated by the 
mercurial boss, Bill Paley 
Stanton became director of re- 
search, moved up the CBS 
ladder to increasingly impor- 
tant administrative positions, 
and in 1945 was named presi- 
dent of the company, a posi- 
tion he held for almost 30 
years. 


Despite their professionally 


close and trusting rela- 
tionship, Stanton seemed to 
fear Bill Paley and was clearly 
intimidated by him, usually 
referring to him 
as "Mr 


Paley " And Paley, as much as 
he depended on and rewarded 
Stanton, showed considerable 
ambivalence in his personal 
responses to his chief adminis- 
trator. 


Once, after a particularly 


fruitful CBS think-tank ses- 
sion in Absecon, N J., Stanton 
said to Paley, "Shall we ride 
back to the city together, 
Bill?" Shocked to overhear 
this familiarity, an aide re- 
marked, "The Paley-Stanton 
chemistry must have been 
working especially well to- 
day." 


*** 
It is an open secret that Bill 


Paley and Frank Stanton, who 
is still on the CBS board, are 
mutually bitter. Stanton's bit- 
terness stems from his being 
denied the chairmanship and 
being forced to retire, Paley's 


because Stanton is ungrateful 
for what Paley did do for him 
at CBS.

Primary Day Question 


A measure merging the state's two primaries into a single May 4 


election is on its way to an apparently dubious fate in the senate. 


Despite an appeal by the state's League of Women Voters to establish 


a single primary for all offices, including delegates to the national 
convention, the senate will in all probabilities, not follow the' assembly, 
which passed the measure last week. 


The savings of holding a single election are estimated at between $4.2 


million and $10 million. That alone should be reason enough for the 
senate to vote the same as the assembly and set up the single primary 
date. 


Present state law, passed by the last legislature, calls for next year's 


primary elections to take place on April 6 for delegates to national 
conventions and state and in some cases, county committees, and on 
Sept. 14 for the state and national elective office nominations, such 
as for congress and the legislature. 


The April date gives New York State, with a heavy quota of 


presidential electoral votes, the opportunity to make reasonable early 
use of its political influence in favor of presidential nominees its parties 
may choose to support. 


The September primary date for elective office nominees, on the 


other hand, came in response to widespread public criticism — and 
complaints by candidates — that state and local election campaigns 
were too lengthy, and thus boring and costly, when they began as a 
result of the former June primary and lasted through the November 
election day. 


One other significant and highly political factor is involved. A 


separate primary to choose convention delegates and committeemen 
attracts little public interest. It makes it possible for political leaders 
to dictate the selection of delegates and committeemen far more easily 
than if these were chosen at the time candidates for office were also 
running. In this sense generally and because of the added costs as the 
primary factors, the separate primary is a step backward. 


The Freeman endorses the merging of the two primaries into a single 


date. It obviously makes more sense in ordinary years and would be 
less costly to have a single primary election. 


If our distinguished members of the state senate are really thinking 


of the taxpayers' dollar they shouldn't hestitate to follow the assembly 
and pass the one date primary bill.

The Paris Accord was always chancy,

Kissinger did not anticipate the 
emasculation of Nixon by the Watergate 
developments of the ensuing summer.

What Mr. Solzhenitsyn seems not to 


have paid any notice to is his own 
enduring critique of the spiritual corrup- 
tion of the western world. Who has said 
it more plainly than he — with perhaps 
the exception of Whittaker Chambers, 
who in any case said it earlier, and James 
Burnham — that there are deeply rooted 
suicidal compulsions working in the west. 
What Kissinger says isn't: "We must 
have detente because the alternative is a 
nuclear war." What he says is, "The 
American people" (by which he means 
the American Establishment) will not 
stand up and resist. Under the circum- 
stances, the only alternative is to ma- 
neuver." 


I agree with Solzhenitsyn, not Kissin- 


ger, that the American people, if roused, 
will do better than they have done. And 
perhaps Mr. Kissinger's problem is that 
he was not himself born to rouse people, 
disposing of different skills from 
Solzhenitsyn's, and never having worked 
for an American president whose skills 
were those of Cato. To believe Kissinger 
is wrong about detente (as I believe he is) 
cannot justify depicting him as 
Solzhenitsyn does — as a superficial, 
cowardly demagogue, who feasts on the 
kindergarten dichotomy of: detente or 
nuclear war. 


I break a confidence to reveal to Mr. 


Solzhenitsyn that it was Mr. Kissinger 
who gave to the President, urging him to 
read it all, Gulag Archipelago. Mr.

Primary Day Question 


A measure merginK the state’s two primaries into a single May 4 


election is on its way to an apparently dubious fate in the senate. 
Despite an appeal by the state’s League of Women Voters to establish 


a single primary for all offices, including delegates to the national 
convention, the senate will in all probabilities, not follow the assembly, 
which passed the measure last week. 
The savings of holding a single election are estimated at between $4.2 


million and $10 million. That alone should be reason enough for the 
senate to vote the same as the assembly and set up the single primary 
date. 
Present state law, passed by the last legislature, calls for next year’s 


primary elections to take place on April 6 for delegates to national 
conventions and state and in some cases, county committees, and on 
Sept. 14 for the state and national elective office nominations, such 
as for congress and the legislature. 
The April date gives New York State, with a heavy quota of 


presidential electoral votes, the opportunity to make reasonable early 
use of its political influence in favor of presidential nominees its parties 
may choose to support. 
The September primary date for elective office nominees, on the 


other hand, came in response to widespread public criticism — and 
complaints by candidates — that state and local election campaigns 
were too lengthy, and thus boring and costly, when they began as a 
result of the former June primary and lasted through the November 
election day. 
One other significant and highly political factor is involved. A 


separate primary to choose convention delegates and committeemen 
attracts little public interest. It makes it possible for political leaders 
to dictate the selection of delegates and committeemen far more easily 
than if these were chosen at the time candidates for office were also 
running. In this sense generally and because of the added costs as the 
primary factors, the separate primary is a step backward. 
The Freeman endorses the merging of the two primaries into a single 


date. It obviously makes more sense in ordinary years and would be 
less costly to have a single primary election. 
If our distinguished members of the state senate are really thinking 


of the taxpayers’ dollar they shouldn’t hestitate to follow the assembly 
and pass the one date primary bill.

Solzhenitsyn, whom I consider the out 
standing hum an figure of the century. 
W hat possessed him ? 
He begins by casually tossing to the 
enemy the verdict in the matter of tht 
W arren C om m ission’s investigation ot tht 
assassin ation of President Kennedy That 
tragedy, Solzhenitsyn w rites in the New 
Y ork T im e s, "w as all the worse becaust 
of the inability or the lack of desire by the 
A m erican judicial authorities to uncovet 
the assa ssin s and to clear up the crim e.' 
That statem ent is quite sim ply untrue 
The effort to identify the assassin was as 
com plete a s it could be, an d there is nc 
reason to suppose that it w as less than 
successful. Solzhenitsyn went on to say 
that the failure to investigate had a 
devastatin g effect on the world. ‘‘Som e 
thing more than respect w as shaken — it 
was our fa ith ." That faith was perhaps- 
shaken, 
but 
it was the doing of tht 
m uckrackers and profiteers, who are not 
to be entirely distinguished from the 
revisionists who have been busy for a 
decade now trying to prove that the 
United S tates, not the Soviet Union, was 
responsible for the cold w ar. It is not only 
s t r a n g e 
b u t 
c a t a s t r o p h i c

K issinger has never had an y ­ 
thing but contem pt for those who believe 
that the choice is between nuclear war 
and disarm am ent.

What Mr. Solzhenitsyn seems not to 
have paid any notice to is his own 
enduring critique of the spiritual corrup­ 
tion of the western world. Who has said 
it more plainly than he — with perhaps 
the exception of W hittaker Chambers, 
who in any case said it earlier, and Ja m es 
Burnham — that there are deeply rooted 
suicidal compulsions working in the west. 
What 
Kissinger says isn’t: “ We must 
have detente because the alternative is a 
nuclear w ar." What he says is, “ The 
American people" (by which he means 
the American Establishm ent) will not 
stand up and resist. Under the circum ­ 
stances, the only alternative is to m a ­ 
neuver.” 
I agree with Solzhenitsyn, not K issin­ 
ger, that the American people, if roused, 
will do better than they have done. And 
perhaps Mr. Kissinger's problem is that 
he was not himself born to rouse people, 
d i s p o s i n g of d if fe r e n t s k ills from 
Solzhenitsyn’s, and never having worked 
for an American president whose skills 
were those of Cato.

M y friend and mentor. Drew Pearson, 
who would have been 78 this month, 
pioneered the Watergate-style reporting 
that has become the fashion today. Day 
by day. he flailed away at the malefactors 
of the age — imperialists, militarists, 
monopolists, 
racists, 
religious 
bigots, 
plutocrats, hypocrites, crooks in govern­ 
ment and the swindlers and exploiters ot 
the poor. 
In his day, he was more than a menace 
to the Washington establishment; he was 
a shock, an affront, a betrayer who could 
he expdlained only in terms of a malig- 
I nant perversion. To his targets, he took 
on 
the 
proportions 
of 
an 
inhuman 
monster 
and, 
by 
common 
acknowl­ 
edgment, was feared and hated as no 
other reporter before or since. 
So often did secret conversations at 
high-level meetings appear in the W ash­ 
ington Merry-Go-Round that half of the 
Roosevelt 
and Trum an cabinets were 
fearful that the other half was leaking to 
Drew. Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
once opened a cabinet meeting by ex­ 
claiming: “ Is this for the room or is it for 
Pearson?” —a remark which was duly 
published in the column. 
The character of the attacks regularly 
m ade on 
Pearson reflected unnatural 
animosity. 
Mere ‘‘liar,’’ “ cheat," and 
"scoundrel" would not do. Applied to 
him, the lexicon of banalities routinely 
bestowed on detractors was instinctively 
seen 
as 
inadequate. 
Modifiers 
were 
sought 
by 
frustrated 
men 
anguished 
beyond endurance to describe a pre­ 
ternatural 
scourge, 
a 
vile 
and 
un­ 
fathom able evil they had sworn to destroy 
but, having despaired of doing so, must 
endure. 


Yet, dam ned though he so often was, no 
other reporter or publicist could claim a 
following as massive or as loyal as his. 
Som e read him maily for the titillation 
they derived from seeing the private 
foibles of the famous made public. 
But there were many others who genu­ 
inely admired him, who loved him for his 
chapionship of the helpless against the 
mighty, the duped against the dupers, or 
who lived vicariously through him as he 
smote the great malefactors beyond their 
humble reach, or punctured the sacred 
balloons of the day. Whatever the reason, 
millions paid him the ultimate homage of 
reading, almost every day for decades, 
what he had to say. 


what went wrong, what has been done to 
prevent a repetition and who has been 
punished. Naturally, nobody has been 
punished. 
Even local police departments, which 
are supposed to be a lot dumber than the 
Feds, go through the motions of a shake- 
up when their boys get caught grafting. 
But Kelley's make it clear he isn’t going 
to do anything he’s not forced to do. 
In the FBI and CIA both, the best thing 
that could happen would he a few show­ 
case punishments. No indictments, no 
trials, no jails. With bureaucrats it is 
sufficient to take away their parking 
privileges and their health insurance. In 
the case of multiple murderers, dismissal 
and pension revocation might be con­ 
sidered. That will create no heroism in 
the ranks of the time servers, but inertial 
resistance to the next illegal order from 
above.

It might help if a person with a different 
background from K elley’s were appointed 
to the directorship. Professional law en­ 
forcement officers shouldn’t run police 
agencies for the sam e reason that generals

Yet the polecat in his lair w as disarm - 
ingly 
hospitable. 
Sittin g 
behind 
his 
paper-strewn desk in a m aroon smoking 
jacket, or in the bathrobe he wore some 
days

m em entoes of his m uch-loved family, 
with a black cat nam ed C inders preening 
com panionable in the out-box on his 
desk, he appeared not at all m enacing, 
A kindly though preoccupied-with-the- 
world-peril expression suffused his fea­ 
tures with an enigm atic quality. He had 
an im pressive, high forehead under thin­ 
ning light brown hair, and a general look 
of learnedness that m ade him seem to 
dignified and elegant for the rough-and- 
tum ble milieu his reputation evoked. 
A certain w ariness surfaced in his blue 
eyes from tim e to tim e but otherwise his 
soft 
voice, 
earnest 
mien 
and 
quiet 
m anners, and the peaceful gentility of the 
atm osphere he worked and lived in, lulled 
the visitor into the com fortable feeling 
that he was paying a courtesy call on Mr. 
Chips. 
There 
was 
a 
disconcerting 
drollery 
about him . He would introduce a topic 
with an inward sm ile that m ade his eyes 
crinkle, as if the subject involved hum or­ 
ous allusions with which I m ust be aware 
but invariably w asn’t H is sm ile invited 
a 
like 
response, 
but 
he 
would 
not 
elaborate on its antecedent and so the 
spark of jollity would fail to ignite, and 
silence returned. 
When frustrated by sta ff frailties, he 
did not shout or pound his desk. His 
rebukes were nonetheless felt. They cam e 
in the form of an abrupt w ithdraw al of his 
benignity, a sudden rem oteness in his 
tone of voice, so finely tuned a s not to be 
detectable to outsiders who m ight be in 
the office. 
It is easy in retrospect to see why, 
am ong those who did not share Pearson's 
goals or his Jefferson ian concept of the 
w atchdog role of the press, he was de­ 
spised and even regarded as a national 
m enance. 
During w artim e, when governm ent se­ 
crecy is invested with the halo survival, 
Drew’s 
exposes 
of state 
secrets 
and 
m ilitary fiascos becam e particularly in­ 
furiating. T h u s it w as that, at the height 
of 
World 
W ar 
II, 
G eneral 
George 
M arshall, the organizer and director ot 
Am erican arm ies around the globe, re­ 
fused to move against Pearson. 
"N o ,” said M arshall, "P earso n is my 
best inspector gen eral."

( larence Kelley would m ake a great 
newspaper editor. Surely he must have 
had enough experience being abused, 
hounded, m isquoted and axed by our 
species so that as an editor he’d not be 
so likely to buy our self-serving conten­ 
tions that our libels and character a s ­ 
sassinations are necessary for the proper 
conduct of public affairs.

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This Dad Out-Polled TV 
But Not Without Scare 


MADISON, Wis. (UPI) — Never trust a 


9-year-old kid. 


I learned that recently. 
A recent poll showed a surprisingly large 


number of Virginia children liked television 
better than daddy. So, obsessed with equal 
amounts of paternal curiosity and concern, 
1 decided to prove to myself the poll results 
were a quirk, atypical, a geographical idio- 
syncrasy.

Tommy's a nice kid. A little mischievous 


and a bit of a tease, maybe, but he does 
pretty well in school, handles his chores after 
prodding and brushes his teeth occasionally. 


He shot his answer back through a satanic 


grin 


! like television better." 


That started it. On cue, the domino theory 


became reality. Sheila, 3, said, "I like the 
television better, too." 


Terry, 6, then cast his vote for 'the tube. 
Jimmy, 8, was concentrating on a hot dog 


and didn't want to be disturbed. He chalked 
one up for daddy, however. 


Danny, 10, the gentle one of the brood, 


noticed my increasing discomfort and, with 
touching filial devotion, said he liked me 
better. 


Jackie can be business-like for a kid and 


his 12th birthday was approaching. Daddy 
won, hands down. 


I went three for six. Not bad for a second 


baseman, but not good for a father. 


As a soothing gesture, my wife noted that, 


unlike fathers, television sets don't hell 
children, "No, you can't have any 
candy . . . take a bath . . . brush your 
teeth ... go to bed .. . hurry to school." 


That was some comfort. 
Without prompting, except for my offhand 


reminder thut Christmas was near, Tommy 
relented. 


"I was just kidding. I like you better than 


television," he said. 


On cue once more, Sheila echoed the same 


sentiment through a mouthful of lettuce. 
Terry, still operating on the herd instinct, 
changed his vote and left the room to watch 
television. 


"You 
know," I told my wife, "someone 


ought to poll fathers and find out whom they 
like better, television or the kids." 


Ad Man in Carter's Corner 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


man who is directing Rubin 
"Hurricane" Carter's cam- 
p a i g n for freedom is a 
maverick advertiser who has 
successfully marketed Cutty 
Sark, Olivetti and Maypo. 


George Lois, a New York 


advertising executive, says he 
volunteered his services after 
he became convinced that 
Carter was innocent of charges 
that he and co-defendant John 
Art is shot and killed three 
while men at a Peterson tav- 
ern. 


"A year ago I didn't know 


much about Carter except that 
he was a fighter who had gone 
wrong," says Lois. 


A year ago, Lois says, The 


Hurricans Trust Fund was just 
a handful of people who were 
. hard to find and who were 


• bouncing around ad agencies 
- trying to find someone who 


could put together a campaign 


;; for Carter. 


"A maverick, a huckster and 


" someone who is a little crazy," 


is how Lois says he is known in 


- the advertising business. But 


since he stepped into the cam- 
paign to free Carter there have 


• been a series of attentionget- 


ting developments: 


• Muhammad Ali and Joe 


F r a z i e r , known as arch 


enemies in the ring, dedicated 
their last fight to Carter. 


• A song was dedicated to 


Carter by Bob Dylan. 


• A committee of support 


was set up including such 
names as Johnny Cash, New 
York City Comptroller Har- 
rison J. Goldin, movie director 
Arthur Penn, writer George 
Plimpton and baseball player 
Hank Aaron. 


• Major rallies were held in 


Newark and Trenton to dra- 
matize support for Carter. 


Lois, who developed the ad- 


vertisements for Cutty Sark, 
Olivetti, Maypo and Off-track 
Betting, also directed the ad- 
vertising for Robert Kennedy's 
1964 senatorial campaign and 
Jacob Javits' 1962 senatorial 
campaign in New York, 


"I was 99.9 per cent con- 


vinced of Rubin's innocence," 
says Lois. "Then I read the 
transcripts (of the trial). I 
talked to Rubin. It was ob- 
vious this needed organization 
and credibility." 


To win that credibility, Lois 


first convinced basketball star 
Walt Frazier, the president of 
Gulf & Western and the presi- 
dent of Bristol Myers that 
Carter was a legitimate cause. 


"The politicians were a little 


harder to get on our side," says 


Lois. "But when someone sees 
other people behind us, they 
join, too. And when the mayor 
of Syracuse, N.Y. (Lee Alex- 
ander) — a white mayor of a 
white city — supports us, that 
adds even more credibility." 


It took two months of con- 


vincing people that Carter had 
been framed in the tavern 
shootout in 1966, Lois says. 


Then, Muhammud Ali of- 


ficially announced a Rubin 
Carter Committee at a rally in 
Las Vegas and the campaign 
was off the ground. 


"When you have an overlay 


of important people who say 
'I'm willing to put my name on 
the committee', that is real 
good," says Lois. "But it 
doesn't do any good unless the 
people in the streets know 
about it." 


So Lois took his advertising 


campaign to radio and tele- 
vision talk shows where ac- 
tresses Ellen Burnstyn and 
Dyan Cannon discussed 
Carter's appeal for a new trial. 


"I'm one of the people who 


is willing to devote his time 
and energy to getting Carter 
out," says Lois. "I have come 
to respect him more and more. 
I am not being paid and the 
only gratification is freeing 
Rubin."

Feelings About VD Still Not in Open 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) — It isn't easy to do a good 


public relations job for gonorrhea and syphilis. 
When mmst persons consider venereal disease, they 
can't help but think that those who contract it only 
get what they deserve. 


The sexual revolution has brought changes in 


many attitudes, but feelings about VD are still not 
in the open. They remain tucked away, buried in 
questions of morality and antiquated schoolboy 
notions of the causes and effects of the so-called 
"social diseases." 


It's no secret that there is a VD epidemic in this 


country. Information from the American Social 
Health Association shows a new case is caught every 
11 seconds and more than 5,000 girls are absent 
from school each day because of gonorrhea. VD can 
cripple, sterilize, blind and kill. 


Dr. Ralph H. Henderson, director of the VD 


Control Divison of the Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta, believes there are enough medical tools 
to fight syphilis and gonorrhea. What is needed 
now, he said in a recent interview, are changes in 
attitude making proper medical treatment accep- 
table and accessible for all who need it. 


"If young persons get these diseases, often they 


have to interact with the older generation, whose 
attitudes haven't changed," he said. "The older 
generation has the money, the expertise and the 
facilities to help cure these diseases." 


Rte, 28, Kingston 


Changing the image of VD is not easy. Some 


medical authorities have begun calling syphilis and 
gonorrhea "sexually transmitted diseases" to re- 
move some of the stigma that the term VD has 
acquired over the years. 


Advertising campaigns such as "VD is for Every- 


body" have helped somewhat, and an effort is being 
made to integrate the diseases into television shows 
to demonstrate how common they are and how 
widespread their impact can be.

Ford Success 
Exceeds Hopes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford scored an impor- 


tant success in obtaining information on seven dead American 
military personnel during his trip to Peking and laid some 
unexpected groundwork for future diplomatic recognition of 
China 
These two tangible results clearly exceeded the modest hopes 


for the Peking summit which senior American officials sketched 
here before the President left for China Saturday Yet, despite 
these developmets, the United States and China remain deeply 
divided over the Ford administration's detente policy toward 
the Soviet Union, and they failed to resolve a number of lesser, 
bilateral issues. 
Still unexplained is why the United States and China have 


been unable to complete a tentative accord, dating back to 
January 1973, on umblocking $78 million in frozen Communist 
assets in U.S. banks. 


Linked to this issue is the problem of compensating American 


citizens for some $200 million in property nationalized after 
Mao Tse-Tung came to power in 1949. 


Until these twin issues are resolved, the United States is 


unlikely to move forward in improving trade relations with 
China and will shelve any proposals on most-favored-nation 
trade status for Peking, airlines or shipping agreements 


Diplomatically, the most significant disclosure was that Vice 


Premier Teng Hsiao-Pmg indicated to Ford China s preference 
for a "Japanese-model" solution to the Taiwan problem. 


Peking considers the offshore island of Taiwan, seat of the 


Nationalist Republic of China, to be part of its territory The 
United States considers Taiwan a sovereign entity and main- 
tains full diplomatic relations with it as well as a mutual 
defense treaty.

Or, are they to be honored for their 
actual contributions on the field of play. 


The 1975 All-America team

Sciarra also will not be 


drafted No. 1 by the pros to 
play quaterback because he's 
not the calssical passer for 
their stereotyped game. Craig 
Penrose, a fine flinger for San 
Diego State, is more in that 
mold. Sciarra, however, has 
been the ultimate college per- 
former in all phases of offense 
for four varsity seasons. And 
he is the leader of the 1975 
NBA All-America, with a cast 
of peers. 


The NBA team was selected 


after careful consultation with 
coaches, experienced writers 
and, yes, pro scouts who do 
grade on field results, too. 


It should be noted, interest- 


ingly, that there are no first- 
team selections 
from 
such 


powerhouse college teams as 
Nebraska, Michigan and Ala- 
bama. The omission does not 
deprecate the talent at those 
schools. It simply signifies that 
a player doesn't have to be on 
a Top 10 team to be an All- 
American, as witness such of- 
fensive linemen as Dennis Lick 
of Wisconsin and Rod Walters 
of Iowa.

Are the exalted players to be picked because they 
possess wonderful physical abilities which make them attrac­ 
tive as future professionals? Or, are they to be honored for their 
actual contributions on the field of play. 


The 1975 All-America team 
announced today by News­ 
paper Enterprise Association, 
takes the high road of solid 
achievement. 


The immediate evidence is 
at the quarterback position. 
Coach Carrell Royal of Texas 
got turned off this fall by the 
All-America business because 
his signal-caller, Marty Akins, 
wasn’t getting enough atten­ 
tion, he felt. All Marty did was 
win—even 
if 
his 
spiralled 
passess sometimes fluttered 
like feathers in a wind. Well, 
Marty is a good one, who can 
run and guide and inspire. But 
so is John Sciarra, the all­ 
purpose quarterback for 
UCLA. 


Sciarra 
also will not 
be 
drafted No. 1 by the pros to 
play quaterback because he's 
not the calssical passer for 
their stereotyped game. Craig 
Penrose, a fine flinger for San 
Diego State, is more in that 
mold. Sciarra, however, has 
been the ultimate college per­ 
former in all phases of offense 
for four varsity seasons. And 
he is the leader of the 1975 
N EA All-America, with a cast 
of peers. 


The N EA team was selected 
after careful consultation with 
coaches, experienced writers 
and, yes, pro scouts who do 
grade on field results, too. 


It should be noted, interest­ 
ingly, that there are no first- 
team 
selections 
from 
such 
powerhouse college teams as 
Nebraska, Michigan and Ala­ 
bama. The omission does not 
deprecate the talent at those 
schools. It simply signifies that 
a player doesn't have to be on 
a Top 10 team to be an All- 
American, as witness such of­ 
fensive linemen as Dennis Lick 
of Wisconsin and Rod Walters 
of Iowa. 


In several cases, the selec­ 
tions required hair-line 
judgments. This was the year 
of the 
running 
back, 
and 
choosing the brilliant pair of 
Archie 
Griffin 
and 
Chuck 
Muncie doesn't diminish the 
feats of such as Pitt's Tony 
D o rsett, Oklahom a's Joe 


Washington and USC’s Ricky 
Bell (all picked on the second 
team), not to mention Ike 
Forte of Arkansas, Sonny Col­ 
lins of Kentucky and Earl 
Campbell of Texas, among 
others. 


Wide receiver T. (for Theo- 
pholus) Bell played on an Ari­ 
zona team which had another 
split end, Scott Piper, who is 
regarded equally by many ex­ 
perts and may even be a better 
pro prospect. But Bell got the 
edge because he is also a tre­ 
mendous threat returning 
kicks, and his presence de­ 
manded double coverage at all 
times. 


On the Texas A&M team, 
there were also two great line­ 
backers — Garth Ten N'apel 
and Ed Simonini. The former 
received less publicity but was 
boosted to No. 1 here because 
he has more physical prowess. 


Because of the way defenses 
line up today, a revolutionary 
change has been instituted on 
defense. Most teams have gone 
to the” Oklahoma” 
defense, 
with three down linemen and 
four 
linebackers, 
rendering 
archaic such terms as end and 
tackle We call them now sim­ 
ply nose guard or down line­ 
man. 


No punters or placekickers 
were

Skladany of Ohio State and 
Dave Lawson of the Air Force 
Academy would be leading 
candidates, because they are 
specialty performers — just as 
kick returners are. 


A 
final 
acknowledgement 
has to be added — for candor, 
('oach Dick Crum of the highly 
successful Miami of Ohio team 
gets th frankness award. Wen 
he was asked to assess a line­ 
man on his team who might 
merit All-America considera­ 
tion. he said. "The kid’s good. 
But you can't compare him. 
yet, to those linemen at Ohio

second consecutive season. 


Just as he did in the balloting for the Heisman Trophy, the 


_ 5-foot-9, 184-pound senior tailback outdistanced running backs 
' Chuck Muncie of California and Ricky Bell of Southern 


California for the UPI award. 


In a balloting of 100 sports writers and sportscasters from 


across the nation. Griffin received 46 votes while Muncie 
received 23 and Bell 14. 


Tony Dorsett of Pittsburgh finished fourth with five votes and 


running backs Joe Washington, the runnerup in last year's 
voting, and Jimmy DuBoss of Florida got two each. 


Griffin is, only the third player in the 26-year history of the 


Player of the Year voting to win the award twice. Billy Cannon 
of LSU (1958-59) and O.J. Simpson of Southern California 
(1967-68) also were double winners. 


Other Ohio State players to have captured Player of the Year 


honors are Vic Janowicz (1950), Howard Cassady (1955) and 
Bob Ferguson (1961). 


Griffin, who amassed 5,177 yards rushing in his four-year 


varsity career, become the first player ever to surpa&s 5,000 
yards, gained 1,357 yards rushing this season for an average of 
123.4 yards per game—seventh best in the nation. He also 
extended his NCAA regular season record for most consecutive 
games of rushing for UK) or more yards to 31 before being 
stopped by Michigan in his season finale.

N EW YORK (U PI) 
Archie Griffin of Ohio State, the 
alltime leading rusher in college football history and the only 
twc -time recipient of the Heisman Trophy, has been named 
Player of the Vear bv the United Press International for the 
second consecutive season. 
Just as he did in the balloting for the Heisman Trophy, the 
5 foot-9, 184 pound senior tailback outdistanced running backs 
( huck Muncie of California and Ricky Bell of Southern 
California for the UPI award. 
In a balloting of 1 (M) spirts writers and sportscasters from 
•croas the nation. Griffin received 46 votes while Muncie 
received 23 and Bell 14. 
Tony Doraett of Pittsburgh finished fourth with five votes and 
running narks Joe V\ashington, the runnerup in last year’s 
voting, and Jimmy Du Boas of Florida got two each. 
Griffin is only the third player in the 26-vear history of the 
Player of the Near voting to win the award twice. Billy Cannon 
of LSI 
(1958-591 and O.J. Simpson of Southern California 
(1967-68) also were double winners. 
Other Ohio State players to have captured Player of the Year 
honors are Vic Janowicz (1950), Howard Cassady (1955) and 
Bob Ferguson (1961). 
Griffin, who amassed 5,177 yards rushing in his four-vcar 
varsity career, become the first player ever to surpass 5,000 
yards, gained 1,357 yards rushing this season for an average of 
123.4 yards per gHme 
seventh best in the nation. He also 
extended his NCAA regular season record for most consecutive 
games of rushing for 100 or more yards to 31 before being 
stopped by Michigan in his season finale. 
While Griffin rushed for fewer yards and scored fewer 
touchdowns than he did a year ago, his coach. Woody Hayes, 
felt this was his star's best season. 
He did it all this year and better than ever,’’ says Hayes. 
He s a great runner sure, but he is also a great receiver and 
blocker He was a big factor in Pete Johnson being able to score 
25 touchdowns 
“ A lot of butks wouldn't want to be in on the goal line offense, 
especially at Ohio State where we just about always use our 
fullback. But Arch wouldn’t dream of coming out and he is a 
fierce blocker down there. 


“ The amazing thing about Archie is that week after week 
teams gear their entire defenses to stopping him and no one 
can do it. Archie was definitely a target more this year than 
last. I can attest to that. The fact that he could do it again 
with all the pressure on him is just unbelievable." 
Hayes also points out that, unlike many other players, Griffin 
very often played when injured 
“ In last year’s Michigan game he got a badly bruised rib on 
the first play of the game, yet he was in on every play,” says 
Hayes. “ This year at U C LA he played the greater part of the 
game witii a shoulder separation and never once asked to come 
out. He's the greatest football player I have ever seen.” 
Muncie, a 6-3, 220-pound senior, was a triple-threat per­ 
former for California, rushing for 1,460 yards, catching 39 
passes for 392 yards and even passing for two touchdowns. He 
scored 15 touchdowns and ranked third in the nation in all­ 
purpose running. 
Bell, a 6-2, 215-pound junior who was converted from fullback 
to tailback, led the nation in rushing with 1,875 yards, missing 
by just six yards of setting the NCAA single season rushing 
record established by Cornell’s Ed Marinaro in 1971. Bell also 
scored 13 touchdowns.

They are among a score of waitresses, waiters and barkeeps 


with two things in commmn. All came to New York to, as 
Jeannie put it, "seek my fame and fortune on Broadway." All 
have been making ends meet with whatever work they car. pick 
up until they do. 


They are now working at a newly opened nightspot on 


Manhattan's East Side where they serve the meals, tend the 
bar, help in the kitchen and take turns performing for the 
clientele. 


In the club called "Applause," 360 Lexington Ave., the 


audience tends to talk a lot but there is occasional polite 
applause. 


Cindy Haynes, 23, of Cincinnati, is something of an exception 


among the group. She already has the lead in an off-Broadway 
show, "Tania," in a role that draws comparisons to the Patricia 
Hearst case. 


"I got lucky," she said between serving drinks and singing 


numbers. She got the job in "Tania" on her third casting call 
and now waits on tables for the luncheon crowd and acts at 
night . 


Others among the help say they are not so lucky. 
"I've been running into some really interesting people here 


but it hasn't led to anything yet," said Miss Allison, dressed 
in a bare-backed chocolate jumpsuit with a plunging vee neck, 
the waitresses' uniform. 


Miss Berg, who was Miss Oregon 1974 and whose mother was 


Miss Oregon 1947, has had several callbacks to auditions but 
no acting job. She said the six-night-a-week waitress job would 
bring in enough for her to keep her available for casting calls. 


"If the tips are good enough, I might make S200 a week," she 


said. "Besides, you never know who'll hear me sing here." 


DiCarlo, who tends bar there until something breaks, has 


been looking for his big chance in New York for 10 years He 
has studied drama, appeared in Equity plays and showcases. 
But he has spent most of the time tending bar. 


"I've come close a lot of times," he said, "but I'm still 


looking." 


Kitty Preston, 23, of Philadelphia, waiting to take her drink 


order to her tables, told how her grandfather was a vaudeville 
acrobat and her father, a tap dancer. After two months in New 
York she has her heart set on a career in musical comedies. 


John Merngan, 27, of Boston served up dinners and gave his 


evaluation of the job market after parts in summer stock, 
television soap operas and a bit movie part in four years in New 
York. 


"There are always jobs and while I'm waiting, I've gotten to 


know the restaurant business better than I ever thought I 
would," he said. "I've been a busboy, a waiter, a bartender, 
a maitre d', a manager and look what I'm doing now " 


He piled some shrimp on a plate. 
Patti Pippen, 26, of Jackson, Miss., having "waitressed a 


lot," is back to waitressing after teaching modeling, appearing 
in dinner theater and doing jingles for television in two years 
in the "Big Apple." 


Rocco Di Nobile, 22, of Smithfield, R I., before taking his 


turn singing, said that after eight months in New York he hopes 
for an audition for a chorus replacement for "Grease."

Great System for Gas Stations 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - When 


the 
gas pump showed 27 


gallons in Howard Oberg's car, 
he decided it was time to call 
the service station attendant. 


His 
tank held only 18 


gallons. 


"We reached a settlement," 


he said. "I paid for 12 gallons 
and, after thinking about it, 
called the county weights and 
measures office." 


Invesigation of Oberg's 


purchase showed the gasoline 
intended for his tank was 
being swallowed by the 
pump's vapor recovery hose. 
The case was the first example 
found of gasoline returning to 
a service station storage tank 
through the new vapor re- 
covery systems required by 
county ordinance. 


Proponents of the recovery 


systems say they will 
eliminate a lot of smog cheap- 
ly, but implementation is be- 
coming a major controversy. 


Four major oil companies 


have attacked the county or- 
dinance, the most stringent 
known. If the court challenges 
fail, the ordinance could be- 
come a national prototype. 


"We've heard rumors of this 


(gasoline being retuurned to 
the tank from the hose) before, 
but this is the first case we've 
verified," said Stephen 
R. 


Miller, county weights and 
measures director. 


He blamed the problem on a 


mismatch of nozzle and fuel 
tank filler tube. He said the 
sealing collar on the nozzle 
shortened the length of the 
nozzle so it did not reach the 
trapdoor in the filler tube on 
Oberg's car, which was made 
for no-lead gasoline. 


"The nozzle wasn't shutting 


off, 
and gasoline was going 


right back into the vapor re- 
covery line," Miller said. 


The county Air Pollution 


Control Division says 13 per 
cent of smog-producing hydro- 
carbons in the air come from 
vapors which escape in 
transfers of gasoline, mainly 
from service station pumps to 
vehicles. 


The ordinance requires in- 


stallation of any equipment 
capable of capturing 90 per 
cent of the escaping vapor. 


Tough on Taiwan Women's Lib 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (UPI) - 


Women in Taiwan have come 
a long way since the end of the 
Japanese occupation 30 years 
ago. 


They are so comfortable in 


their pmsition that women's 
lib enthusiasts are having a 
tough time finding issues to 
make the movement grow. 


The modest women's rights 


movement here concedes the 
Nationalist Chinese law has 
made significant advances for 
women. They say so-called 
"backward social attitudes" 
form the root of women's prob- 
lems. 


Still, based on what went on 


before 1945, the situation has 
improved drastically. 


The post-1945 Chinese con- 


stitution was one of the first in 
the world to protect women 
rights, assuring, "all citizens 
of the Republic of China ir- 
respective to sex...shall be 
equal before the law." 


Japan ruled Taiwan for 50 


years. Taiwanese society, as in 
Japan, was male oriented. 


Female babies were often 


looked down upon and some- 
times given to other families as 
non-wage sarning servants. 


Only 
half received 
any 


education. In 1944, a mere 
4,000 women reached junior 
high school in 1944, most stu- 
dying home economics, teach- 
er training or other courses 
viewed as appropriate for girls. 


Today, women comprise 40 


per cent of Taiwan's college 
graduates. Women so often 
surpass men in passing com- 
petitive entrance exams for 
liberal arts schools that a few 
conservative educators have 
considered 
protecting 
men 


with a quota system. 


Also passe is the Japanese 


custom of arranging marriages 
for women. After marriage 
women stayed at home and no 
wife dared to ask for a divorce 
even if the husband aban- 
doned the family. 


Match-makers are out of 


jobs in Taiwan today. Now the 
occasionally heard complaint 
is that some young girls dem- 
onstrate 
their affection for 


their boyfriends too openly in 
public. 


And for the first time in 


history, women applying for 
divorce last year in Taipei 
outnumbered men, 138 to 113. 


Today's Taiwanese woman 


now enjoys equal pay with 
males in professions. Married 
women frequently use their 
maiden names in work as well 
as in opening bank accounts.

TA IPEI, Taiwan (U PI) 
Women in Taiwan have come 
a long way since the end of the 
Japanese occupation 30 years 
ago. 


They are so comfortable in 
their pmsition that women’s 
lib enthusiasts are having a 
tough time finding issues to 
make the movement grow. 
The modest women’s rights 
movement here concedes the 
Nationalist Chinese law has 
made significant advances for 
women. They say so-called 
“ backward social attitudes" 
form the root of women’s prob­ 
lems. 
Still, based on what went on 
before 1945, the situation has 
improved drastically. 
The post-1945 Chinese con­ 
stitution was one of the first in 
the world to protect women 
rights, assuring, “ all citizens 
of the Republic of China ir­ 
respective 
to sex...shall 
be 
equal before the law." 
Japan ruled Taiwan for 50 
years. Taiwanese society, as in 
Japan, was male oriented.

4,000 women reached junior 
high school in 1944, most stu­ 
dying home economics, teach­ 
er training or other courses 
viewed as appropriate for girls.

WASHINGTON - (LENS) 


— If American foreign policy IB 
going through a sticky patch, 
so is its principal architect, 
Henry Kissinger. 


In an earlier sticky patch 18 


months ago, during the run-up 
to President Nixon's resigna- 
tion, Kissinger confronted the 
journalists at Salzburg, remin- 
ding them that 
they had 


spoken of him as "irritated, 
angered, flustered and discom- 
bobulated", and adding: "All 
these words are correct". 


He flew off to China without 


having repeated the threat he 
uttered then, to resign if he 
were not vindicated. All that 
can be observed, judging from 
his casual asides and wry jokes 
more than from any straight- 
forward declaration, is that 
once again his mood is one of 
bruised pride, and once again 
he is somber about the future. 


What are the many griefs 


that Kissinger is sick of now? 
Well, the select intelligence 
committee of the House of 
Representatives first served 
subpoenas on him, demanded 
the delivery of internal docu- 
ments of the Kennedy, John- 
son, Nixon and Ford Adminis- 
trations some of which the 
White House and the state 
department refused to hand 
over, and then on November 
20th reported Kissinger to the 
full House as being in con- 
tempt of Congress for this re- 
fusal. 


Two of the three subpoenas 


refer 
to papers supposedly 


held by the National Security 
Council, and as it happens 
Kissinger lost his job at the 
head of the NSC in President 
Ford's reshuffle five weeks ago. 
Thus he would be in no posi- 
tion to comply with the sub- 
poena should he wish to, which 
he assuredly does not. 


One of these papers is a 


letter said to have been written 
by the recently dismissed sec- 
retary of defense, James 
Schlesinger, listing Soviet vio- 
lations of the strategic arms 
limitation agreement. Schles- 
inger has denied that such a 
letter existed. 


If the denial is some help to 


Kissinger, he is still left with 
the reflection that a better- 
organized White House re- 
sponse to the demands of the 
Pike committee would have 
spared him the annoyance of 
having his conduct made the 
subject of a contempt debate 
in Congress. Thanks to Presi- 
dent 
Ford's 
reshuffle, 
the 


White House has had other 
things to worry about in these 
past weeks than co-ordinating 
its responses. 


Ford has been campaigning 


for 
the 
Republican nomi- 


nation, and that required him 
to dismiss his secretary of de- 
fense and remove Kissinger 
from the corner oit'ice which he 
has occupied so long in the 
west wing of the White House

other removed.

word "detente" — a device 
intended to help keep his Sovi- 
et policy clear of the domestic 
political jungle that threatens 
to invade it.

Congressman Matthew F. McHu gh (D*27 th) has co-sp on­ 
sored a b ill to req u ire Congress to comp letely rev iew each 
federal sp ending p rogram at least once ev ery six y ears. 
McHu gh said the hill wou ld “ req u ire Congress to take a more 
direct role, not only in determining how mu ch money the 
federal gov ernment is sp ending, b u t also how well the money 
is b eing sp ent.“ 
Cu rrently , once Congress has au thorized sp ending for a new 
federal p rogram, y early ap p rop riations are rou tinely con­ 
sidered, u su ally withou t any req u irement for congressional 
rev iew of the p rogram's p erformance. McHu gh said the b ill 
introdu ced today wou ld au tomatically terminate p rogram 
au thorizations after a max imu m of six y ears. 
“ Six y ears after a p rogram is enacted, the resp onsib le Hou se 
and Senate committees wou ld b e req u ired to look at the 
p rogram as thou gh it were b eing introdu ced for the first time, 
he said. “ No new b u dget au thority cou ld b e p rov ided withou t 
a comp lete committee hearing and a fu ll rep ort on the 
p rogram's merits and weaknesses.’’

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky. 


(UPI) - 
Residents in this 


western Kentucky community 
will gather at Christian Coun- 
!ty High School today, but not 
for a rally to generate spirit for 
a victory over the rival football 
or basketball team. 


Instead, 
the citizens will 


gather to discuss future 
strategy for battling the mil- 
lions of blackbirds which have 
again plagued the area this 
fall. The forum was called 
because all attempts to con- 
vince the birds to leave the 


r o o s t i n g 
area in

Hopkinsville-Fort Campbell 
vicinity have failed. 


They've 
tried 
chemicals, 


poisons, 
broadcast

calls and even household soap, 
but residents still are plagued 
by the swarms of stubborn 
blackbirds. 


And in Gmceham, Md. .. 


Still the Noisy Cackling 


GRACEHAM, Md. (UPI) - 


Millions of blackbirds, starl- 
ings and grackles once again 
are laying siege to this small 
Catoctin Mountain hamlet — 
and once again officials don't 
know how to get rid of them. 


Officials chased off a swarm 


in the spring of 1974 with a 
barrage of sound equipment 
and fireworks. They thought 
the problem was solved after a 
60-acre pine grove was thinned 
by the state Forest Service. 


But about a month ago resi- 


dents were greeted by noisy 
cackling. It signaled the birds 
had recouped for another fight. 


"Last year they went away a 


little earlier than this, so they 
may not go away," said Paul 
Beale, Frederick County air 
control director. He said a 
snowfall covering the birds' 
food supply may be needed 
before they depart. 


While officials look to the 


weather, Gloria and Archie 
Green 
have 
gathered 
112 


names on a petition demand- 
ing action. 


"The 
officials 
just 
keep 


going around and around," 
Mrs. Green said. "Nobody re- 
ally wants to take the responsi- 
bility." She said she opposed 
killing the birds becausej'it 
would be a terrible mess." 


"If you really want to know 


the truth, no one knows what 
to do," Beale said. 


"Even if we cut all the trees 


down, they'd go to other 
woods, maybe the woods at the 
Walkersville watershed, and 
affect the Frederick city water 
supply." 


Although concerned that the 


birds may spread encephalitis 
or histoplasmosis, Beale said 


THE CULPRIT 


The state of Kentucky has 


offered its technical and finan- 
cial assistance and specialists 
from California and othe r 
areas have trisd to solve the 
problem. 


But, the birds show little 


indication they are ready to 
leave. 


To outsiders, the sight of 


thousands of blackbirds roost- 
ing in western Kentucky does 
not appear to be cause for 
alarm, but the birds present 
health problems. 


Dr. Wade Kadel, head of the 


state's animal diagonstic lab 
in Hopkinsville, said the birds 
can carry the human diseases 
histoplasmosis and en- 
cephalitis. However, no hu- 
man deaths have been re- 
ported as a result of the bird 
problem, which gained na- 
tional publicity last year. 


Optimism ran high last week 


when Gordon Boudreau of 
Hollister, Calif., announced he 
could discourage the birds' 
roosting by broadcasting dis- 
tress calls to frighten them 
away. However, the tapes did 
not prove any more successful 
than previous attempts. 


"Even when you get every- 


thing set up and ready, it's not 
a certainity what will happen 
every time," Boudreau said. 
"I've been in this business too 
long to predict what will hap- 
pen." 


Certain chemicals have been 


tested to rid the area of the 
birds, but experts agree the 
best ammunition officials have 
is the use of the chemical, 
tergitol. 


However, a New York 


animal protection group has 
filed suit in Washington seek- 


ing to prevent use of the 
chemical. Presently, residents 
must wait for the findings of 
an environmental impact 
statement from the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency on 
the chemical to see if it can be 
used in Kentucky, but the 
report may be issued too late. 


Tergitol can only be used in 


certain 
weather conditions, 


mostly whsn temperatures are 
in the 40s. Sen. Walter Hud- 
dleston, D-Ky, entered the 
scene last week urging the In- 
terior Department ho expedite 
the report so the attack on the 
birds could begin. 


But while the legal man- 


uvering and schemes continue, 
the problem of the birds con- 
tinues. Kadel reported one 
area farmer urged cesidents to 
"ban together and use anj 
effective method to kill the 
birds because they can't prose- 
cute us all." 


Kadel, who estimated up to 


$20,000 a day in damage is 
done to feed and grain crops in 
Christian County alone, said 
today's meeting may serve to 
be a demonstration of con- 
cernn to bureaucratic officials 
in the state and in Washington 
of the seriousness of the prob- 
lem. 


Dr. Frank Pitzer. chairmann 


of the Christian County Board 
of Health, predicted the peo- 
ple from the area would build 
"enough of a fire under the 
bureaucrats" to get some ac- 
tion without actually having to 
defy the court order. 


But, he said the health and 


economic well being of manv 
people is being threatend and 
"we are hamstrung by Mickey 
Mouse regulations."

Divorce Action 


Is Sort of Deadly 


CHICAGO (UPI) — James Wolfe's attorney may have 


resurrected Thomas Haffner "from the dead" to have him 
testify in Wolfe's divorce court, but they're going to have to 
keep him on ice for a while. 


Haffner, who used to be married to WoltV's wife, the former 


Judith Dovale, will have to wait to show in court that his death 
certificate is a phony. 


Wolfe's attorney had called for an immediate trial, saying 


Haffner had been "resurrected from the dead at great expense" 
to testify in the case. 


Mrs. Wolfe's lawyer asked for a change of venue. 
Neither got his way. 
A judge has denied the change of venue request in the Wolfes 


bizarre divorce-annulment trial and said he won't schedule a 
court hearing until later. 


It left Haffner holding a copy of his death certificate, which 


he says is forged, and waiting to testify that he was previously 
married to Mrs. Wolfe. 


Attorneys have charged that Mrs Wolfe forged Haffner s 


death certificate so Wolfe would marry her 


"I've handled divorce work for 13 years and I've never seen 


a set of facts like this," said Stanley Kaplan, Wolfe's attorney 


Haffner and Mrs. Wolfe were divorced in the early 1960s 


Then she met Wolfe. 


Wolfe, a Catholic, said he had told her he could not marry 


her because she was a divorcee and the Catholic church would 
not recognize the marriage. 


But on Oct. 29, 1963, a death certificate was registered at 


the Arizona State Department of Health and Vital Statistics 
saying Haffner was killed in a car accident four days earlier 


That made Mrs. Wolfe a widow, and Wolfe married her. 
"We are charging that it's a forged death certificate and the 


trial will point out who forged it," Kaplan said. 


Mrs. Wolfe, 41, filed for divorce from her husband two >ears 


ago after 10 years of marriage, charging mental cruelu. She 
was granted temporary custody of their 9-year-old child, and 
was given S200 a month in child support and occupancy of the 
couple's home in suburban Winnetka, although she now lives 
in Fremont, Mich. 


When Mrs. Wolfe filed for divorce, Wolfe filed for annulment 
Haffner, 43, came to Chicago from Denver to testify and to 


prove he is still alive.

It signaled the birds 
had recouped for another fight. 
“ Last year they went away a 
little earlier than this, so they 
may not go away,” said Paul 
Beale, Frederick County air 
control director.

The state of Kentucky has 
offered its technical and finan­ 
cial assistance and specialists 
from California and othe r 
areas have trisd to solve the 
problem.

To outsiders, the sight of 
thousands of blackbirds roost­ 
ing in western Kentucky does 
not appear to be cause for 
alarm, but the birds present 
health problems. 
Dr Wade Kadel, head of the 
state's animal diagonstic lab 
in Hopkinsville, said the birds 
can carry the human diseases 
histop lasmosis and e n ­ 
cephalitis.

Div o rce Actio n 
Is So rt o f Dea dly 


CHICAGO (U PI) — James Wolfe’s attorney may have 
resurrected Thomas Haffner “ from the dead" to have him 
testify in Wolfe’s divorce court, but they're going to have to 
keep him on ice for a while. 
Haffner, who used to be married to Wolfe' s wife, the former 
Judith Dovale, will have to wait to show in court that his death 
certificate is a phony. 
Wolfe’s attorney had called for an immediate trial, saying 
Haffner had been "resurrected from the dead at great expense 
to testify in the case. 
Mrs. Wolfe’s lawyer asked for a change of venue. 
Neither got his way. 
A judge has denied the change of venue request in the Wolfes' 
bizarre divorce-annulment trial and said he won’t schedule a 
court hearing until later. 
It left Haffner holding a copy of his death certificate, which 
he says is forged, and waiting to testify that he was previously 
married to Mrs. Wolfe. 
Attorneys have charged that Mrs. Wolfe forged Haffner’s 
death certificate so Wolfe would marry her. 
“ I’ve handled divorce work for 13 years and I've never seen 
a set of facts like this," said Stanley Kaplan, Wolfe's attorney. 
Haffner and Mrs. Wolfe were divorced in the early 1960s 
Then she met Wolfe. 
Wolfe, a Catholic, said he had told her he could not marry 
her because she was a divorcee and the Catholic church would 
not recognize the marriage. 
But on Oct. 29, 1963, a death certificate was registered at 
the Arizona State Department of Health and Vital Statistics 
saying Haffner was killed in a car accident four days earlier. 
That made Mrs. Wolfe a widow, and Wolfe married her. 
“ We are charging that it's a forged death certificate and the 
trial will point out who forged it," Kaplan said. 
Mrs. Wolfe, 41, filed for divorce from her husband two years 
ago after 10 years of marriage, charging mental cruelty. She 
was granted temporary custody of their 9-year-old child, and 
was given $200 a month in child support and occupancy of the 
couple’s home in suburban Winnetka, although she now lives 
in Fremont, Mich. 
When Mrs. Wolfe filed for divorce, Wolfe filed for annulment 
Haffner, 43, came to Chicago from Denver to testify and to 
prove he is still alive.

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British Wealth Tax Could Lead to Massive Art Exports

LONDON — Professor John Hale, chairman of the trustees 


of the National Gallery in London, has said that a "steel mesh" 
would have to be strung around the British Isles to prevent a 
massive loss of masterpieces abroad if works of art come under 
the government's planned wealth tax. 


At present, the seepage abroad of Britain's art wealth is 


checked by something more like a soft muslin blanket. 


The organization is called the U. K. Reviewing Committee 


on the Exports of Works of Art. A look at its work indicates 
the size of the load likely to arise if the government's plans for 
a broadly-based wealth tax become law. 


According to some estimates, at least 300 major paintings 


could come on to the 'market within five years in the wake of 
a wealth tax. Could they be saved, or would they be sold 
. abroad? 


At present the system works like this. Once a British-owned 


masterpiece is sold, an expert adviser is free to recommend to 
the Export Committee that the work in question is worth 
saving. If the committee agrees, it stops the issue of an export 
licence until it is clear whether a British source can match the 
purchase price. 


The committee considers three questions when deciding 


whether to try to keep an artwork in the country: 


—Is the object so closely connected with British history and 


national life that its departure would be a misfortune? 


—Is it of outstanding aesthetic importance? 
—Is it of outstanding significance for the study of some 


particular branch of art, learning or history? 


The last major work referred to the Export Committee was 


Titian's "The Death of Actaeon," which was sold to Jules 
Weitzner at Christie's in June 1971. 


Weitzner immediately resold it to J. Paul Getty for his 


museum at Malibu Beach, Calif. The value stated on the export 
application form was $4.23 million. 


The Titian's export was blocked by the committee and the 


painting "saved" for the National Gallery (where it now 's on 
view) by what the committee later described as an exceptional 
public fundraising effort. 


The National Gallery itself put up $2.4 million. The National 


Art Collections Fund" gave $240,000 and the Pilgrim Trust. 
$120,000. A further $555,000 was raised by the public, and the 
Government itself matched all contributions except for the 
gallery's $2.4 million.

KINGSTON 


Home-owning veterans who 


have properties located within 
the corporate limits of in- 
corporated villages and wish to 
file for the New York State real 
property tax exemption are 
advised that they have only 
until the end of this month to 
submit their exemption ap- 
plications, according to an an- 
nouncement by George A. 
Green, deputy director of the 
Ulster County Veterans Ser- 
vice Agency. 


"Applications not submitted 


by the deadline of Dec. 31st," 
Green said, "will not be cred- 
ited with the applicable ex- 
emption on the tax bills to be 
mailed next June." 


In his announcement, the 


veterans' official advised that, 
" "Veterans who already have 
their exemptions on file, are 
not required to re-submit their 
applications, unless they have 
a basis to seek an increase of 
the exemption." 


The exemption, according to 


the county veterans' repre- 
sentative, is available to veter- 
ans, their wives or unmarried 
minor children, as well as un- 
remarried widows or depen- 
dent parents, if the property 
was purchased or improved 
with certain eligible funds. 


"Eligible funds which may 


be used — either to establish 
the exemption or to increase 
an exemption on record," the 


depty director said in his an- 
nouncement, 
"include such 


things as NYS bonus, 
musterin-out pay, GI insur- 
ance dividends, readjustment 
allowance, schooling benefits 
under GI bills, service-con- 
nected 
compensation, non- 


service-connected pension and 
other items." 


Because of the short period 


left before the annual deadline 
of Dec. 31st, Green advised, 
"It is therefore necessary that 
anyone wishing to apply for 
the exemption or to have his 
exemption 
increased, 
must 


have the application prepared 
and submitted almost im- 
mediately." 


In his statement, Green also 


corrected an earlier announce- 
ment, regarding the deadline 
for submission of Annual In- 
come Questionnaire received 
by non-service-connected pen- 
sion recipients. 


"Eligibility of continue to

300-ear-old city, to clean up 
after their horses.

diapers. 


But David Fuller, the first 


carriage driver arrested under 
the new ordinance, dug in his 
heels and refused to comply. 


"A diaper would destroy the 


dignity a horse should have,"

Working From the Heart

KINGSTON 


W h i l e some of their 


classmates sit idly on "the 
wall" and others head home 
for the afternoon cartoons, a 
small group of students at 
Kingston High School con- 
ceive programs and activities 
for one of the community's 
most neglected minorities: the 
retarded children. 


Area Youth for Retarded 


Children (AYRC) has been 
around since the late 1950"s, 
sponsoring and assisting at 
trips, dinners and dances and 
recreational outings. As an in- 
dependent arm of the Associa- 
tion for Retarded Children 
(ARC), the youth organization 
serves as a valuable source of 
manpower and ideas, all the 
while proving that ihe ^pim ^ 
vdunteensrr ;-> !-ii\e and v.en 
and an essential aspect of the 
area's social service programs. 


There are about 20 students 


involved in AYRC activities 
this year; the ratio of members 
to hours spent on varied pro- 
jects and programs leaves lit- 
tle room for those who aren't 
willing to work and sacrifice 
for the club's goals. Among the 
group's more recent projects: 


« A two-day magic show for 


retarded children at the King- 
ston Municipal Auditorium. 


• A drive to raise funds for a 


seven-year-old kidney disease

We 
know that whatever they de- 
cide to to, it will be done right; 
it will be a quality program." 


"Since we started our own

Ms. Burnett, "we plan our own 
activities, but we let AYRC 
know what we're doing, and 
they always volunteer to help.

tion.

cialize . . . it is important for 
them to get out into the com- 
munity, to feel comfortable, to 
feel that they are a part of the 
community. The retarded per- 
son desperately wants to be 
kept busy. Often we have to 
teach them to relax, to take a 
break. That's where recreation 
comes and that's why the high 
school club is so valuable." 


At present, Kingston High 


School is the only one in Ulster 
County that has its own AYRC 
club, and that's a situation 
that Ryan and Ms. Burnett are 
trying to rectify. The recrea- 
tion director has addressed 
students 
at 
a number of 


schools throughout the county 
— including Snugerties. On- 
teora. New Pah? and Ellen- 
ville — in an attempt to per- 
suade them to launch their 
own activities fnr the retarded 
in their o\\n community. 


If Ms Burnett is successful 


in spreading the AYRC 
message to areub outside the 
city, an estimated 600 re- 
tarded adults and children will 
feel the benefits But the new 
clubs are going to have a hard 
time m a t c h i n g the ac- 
complishments and dedication 
of that handful from Kingston

Says Economy Slowed 


NEW YORK CITY 


The economic recovery has 


slowed noticeably from its 
.third quarter surge and pro- 
bably won't show substantial 
growth until late spring or ear- 
ly_summer of 1976, economists 
at First National City Bank 
Report 
- Speaking on the bank's most 
recent audio cassette service, 
"Sound of the Economy", the 
economists contend that an 
increase in the unemployment 
rate, a dip in retail sales and 
a slowdown in industrial pro- 
duction "confirm the feeling 
that the economy has slowed" 
from the sharp growth of this 
past summer. 


According to Senior Vice 


President and Economist Leif 
H. Olsen, the gross national 
jiroduct is expected to increase 
•at a minimum rate over the 
jiext couple of quarters and 
•"then speed up in the second 
iialf of 1976." 


The economists point out 


that the economic slowdown 
had been expected, partly 
because of statistical 
phenomena which accounted 
for the growth in the third 
quarter. In October, Citibank 
economists said it would be 
difficult to expect a rerun of 
the strong growth pattern of 
the third quarter but that de- 
spite bumps in the recovery 
road the economy would still 
move upward 


The rate of inflation is ex- 


pected to slow markedly from 
the 8 '/2 per cent level of the 
third quarter. According to 
Vice President Alan Murray, 
there have been recent de- 
clines in the prices of basic 
commodities, some rollbacks 
in announced prices and some 
discounting from list prices. 


Furthermore, Murray says, 


"there've been some declines 
in a number of key agricultural 
prices and finally, and I think 
most important, there was a 
decline in unit labor costs in

Thus, A. Michael Schovel 


coasted through his final regu- 
lar Saugerties Town Board 
meeting last Thursday night 
after eight years as supervisor, 
winning terms as both Demo- 
crat and Independent. 


Defeat at the polls did not 


apparently dampen his ardor 
or his penchant for bluntly 
expressed o p i n i o n , em- 
phatically stated. 


The subjects have varied, 


although welfare cheats and 
crippled law enforcement have 
been favorites, but the ap- 
proach has been much the 
same—our system should sup- 
port the purpose of the law and 
not be subverted by "techni- 
calities." 


People were speaking on the 


omnipresent dog problem, giv- 
ing opinion on proposed 
amendments to the ordinance. 
The problem has been re- 
hashed 
countless times in 


Saugerties, as elsewhere, and 
when it became apparent that 
the town would be thwarted in 
its intent by the Agriculture 
and Markets Law of Charging 
dog owners for town expenses. 


Schovel put in, "The Agricul- 
ture and Markets Law are the 
same as the 
welfare law. 


There's nothing you can do 
about it." 


Again on lawyers, "Lawyers 


have the law both ways, so 
they can defend either posi- 
tion." And then, "Pick up the 
damned dogs. Let us be sued. 
That's why we have a town 
attorney." 


While 
speaking on law, 


Schovel added, "It's like our 
police department. They do 
good work but they're ham- 
pered by technicalities." 


The supervisor delivers his 


pronouncements rapidly in no 
uncertain terms, likening his 
opinions in certainty to words 
chiseled in granite. The suc- 
cinct abbreviation of com- 
p l i c a t e d p r o b l e m s i n t o 
absolute verities, however val- 
id, has its effect on members of 
the audience. Many seem to he 
reassured by his stern convic- 
tions. 


Schovel has been aware of 


the power of catchy phrases. 


and laces his delivery with 
spice. In the newspaper busi- 
ness you would say he has 
"good quotes." 


And while town supervisors 


have traditionally blamed a 
good slice of (heir woes on 
state and federal directives 
and bureaucracy, Schovel 
takes the process a step farther 
with

against" outside interference." 


Home rule is his sacred cow, 


and it is ironic that as public 
passion appears to be more 
and more aroused in post-Wa- 
tergate years by the sins of big 
government Mike Schovel 
leaves his public pulpit.

Safety Tips From Alligerville 


ALLIGERVILLE 


Noting that as winter ap- 


proaches, many area residents 
will be burning wood as an 
additional fuel source at home, 
the Alligerville Fire Company 
has warned that there are pos- 
sible fire hazards involved and 
precautions 
that should be 


taken with regard to the use of 
wood heaters and fireplaces. 


One major cause of chimney 


problems 
stems 
from 
the 


formation of creosote (a black, 
shiny, tarlike substance) on 
the chimney or flue pipe walls, 
according to the fire company. 
Creosote is formed when the 
gases caused by incomolete 
combustion rise up the 
chimney and meet with colder 
air. When this happens, 
creosote settles on the walls, in 
much the same manner as 
condensation forms on your 
windows in the winter. 
Creosote can block your 
chimney, and it is FLAM- 
MABLE. All wood burners 
produce creosote, but some 
basic p r e c a u t i o n s will 
eliminate much of this prob- 
lem. 


The fire company issued 


these suggestions for those who 
will be burning wood this win- 
ter: 1. Set your woodburner on 
a fireproof platform that will 
prevent heat from reaching the 
floor. 


2. Be sure to have areas 


behind stoves insulated from 


the intense heat. Be careful of 
any 
combustible 
materials 


next to and in front of the 
stove. 


3. A thinble or flue-safe 


should be placed around a 
stove pipe as it passes through 
a wall. The stovepipe must be 
insulated from the wall by 6 to 
8 inches of concrete, or tightly 
packed with rock wool insula- 
tion. 


4. The stovepipe should be 


firmly in place. Use furnace 
cement to secure the joints, 
leaving one uncemented so the 
pipe can be taken apart for 
cleaning. 


5. Inspect your chimney and 


flue periodically to assure its 
good condition. Bricks should 
be secure, and the chimney 
free of obstructions or large 
creosote deposits. Your 
chimney should be cleaned at 
least once a year. 


6. Inspect all pipes to make 


sure they are not rusted to the 
point where' they might de- 
teriorate should a chimney fire 
start in them. Inspect the area 
where the pipe enters the 
chimney carefully, as this is 
the first area which usually 
rusts. 


7. Don't forget to inspect the 


damper in your fireplace or 
stove to make sure that it is 
operating properly. One of the 
most dangerous stiuations 
which can occur is for the 
damper to close accidentally. 


8. Burn only well seasoned 


hardwood. Dry wood creates a 


- hotter fire with a minimum of 
combustible gases. Soft woods 
such as pine and cedar are 
enormous creosote producers. 


9. We strongly recommend 


having a sheet of,galvanized 
steel or asbestosboard cut to 
the size of your fireplace, so 
that if a chimney fire 'does 
start, you will be able to place 
it over the opening to help 
starve the fire of air. The same 
control can be achieved in 
stoves by installing a snuggly 
fitted damper in the stove 
pipe. In an emergency, this 
damper can cut off all the air 
to the chimney, but not to the 
firebox itself. 


10. A handful of chimney 


sweep or salt thrown on a. hot 
fire once a week will keep the 
creosote to a minimum by 
causing it to flake and fall off. 


Whatever you do, with re- 


spect to fire, do it right! Play 


it safe! If you suspect you are 
having a chimney fire, do not 
hesitate to call your fire de- 
partment 
immediately. 
By 


taking the necessary precau- 
tions, you will help assure your 
family of a safe and warm 
winter.

Defeat at the jh iI 
Is d id not 
apparently dampen his ardor 
or his penchant for bluntly 
expressed op in io n , em ­ 
phatically stated. 
The subjects have varied, 
although welfare cheats and 
crippled law enforcement have 
been favorites, but the ap 
proach has been much the 
same 
our system should sup­ 
port the purpose of the law and 
not be subverted by "techni­ 
calities.” 
People were speaking on the 
omnipresent dog problem, giv­ 
ing opinion on proposed 
amendments to the ordinance.

in 
Saugerties, as elsewhere, and 
when it became apparent that 
the town would be thwarted in 
its intent by the Agriculture 
and Markets Law of Charging 
dog owners for town expenses.

They do 
good work but they’re ham 
pered by technicalities." 
The supervisor delivers his 
pronouncements rapidly in no 
uncertain terms, likening his 
opinions m certainty to words 
chiseled in granite. The suc­ 
cinct 
abbreviation 
of com 
p lica te d problem s into 
absolute verities, however val­ 
id, has its effect on members of 
the audience. Many seem to be 
reassured by his stern convic­ 
tions. 
Schovel has been aware of 
the power of catchy phrases, 


and laces his delivery with 
spice. In the newspaper busi­ 
ness you would say he has 
"giKid quotes." 
And while town supervisors 
have traditionally blamed a 
good slice of their woes on 
state and federal directives 
and bureaucracy, Schovel 
takes the process a step farther 
with 
a 
consistent 
barrage 
against " outside interference.” 
Home rule is his sacred cow, 
and it is ironic that as public 
passion appears to be more 
and more aroused in post-Wa­ 
tergate years by the sins of big 
government Mike Schovel 
leaves his public pulpit. And. 
ironically, the dog problem in 
Saugerties, with complications 
reminiscent of Catch 22, ap 
peared no closer to solution.

Sa fety Tips Fro m Allig erv ille 


A LLIG K RV ILLK 
Noting that a* winter ap­ 
proaches, many area residents 
will be burning wood as an 
additional fuel source at home, 
the Alligerville Fire Company 
has warned that there are pos­ 
sible fire hazards involved and 
precautions that 
should he 
taken with regard to the use of 
wood heaters and fireplaces. 
One major cause of chimney 
problems 
stems 
from 
the 
formation of creosote (a black, 
shiny, tarlike substance) on 
the chimney or flue pipe walls, 
according to the fire company. 
Creosote is formed when the 
gases caused by incomolete 
combustion rise up the 
chimney and meet with colder 
air. When this happens, 
creosote settles on the walls, in 
much the same manner as 
condensation forms on your 
windows in the winter. 
Creosote can block your 
chimney, and it is FLA M ­ 
M A BLE. All wood burners 
produce creosote, but some 
b asic 
p re c a u t io n s will 
eliminate much of this prob­ 
lem. 
The fire company issued 
these suggestions for those who 
will he burning w <x k I 
this win­ 
ter: 1. Set your woodburner on 
a fireproof plattorm that will 
prevent heat from reaching the 
floor. 
2. Be sure to have areas 
behind stoves insulated from 


the intense heat. Be careful of 
any 
combustible 
materials 
next to and in front of the 
stove. 
3. A thinble or flue-safe 
should he placed around a 
stove pipe as it passes through 
a wall. The stovepipe must be 
insulated from the wall by 6 to 
8 inches of concrete, or tightly 
packed with rock wool insula­ 
tion. 
4. The stovepipe should be 
firmly in place. Use furnace 
cement to secure the joints, 
leaving one uncemented so the 
pipe can he taken apart for 
cleaning. 
5. Inspect your chimney and 
flue periodically to assure its 
good condition. Bricks should 
he secure, and the chimney 
free of obstructions or large 
creosote deposits. Your 
chimney should he cleaned at 
least once a year. 
6. Inspect all pipes to make 
sure they are not rusted to the 
point where they might de­ 
teriorate should a chimney fire 
start in them. Inspect the area 
where the pipe enters the 
chimney carefully, as this is 
the first area which usually 
rusts. 
7. Don’t forget to inspect the 
damper in your fireplace or 
stove to make sure that it is 
operating properly. One of the 
most dangerous stiuations 
which can occur is for the 
damper to close accidentally. 


8. Burn only well seasoned 
hardwood. Dry wood creates a 
hotter fire with a minimum of 
combustible gases Soft w<x>ds 
such as pine and cedar are 
enormous creosote producers. 


9. We strongly recommend 
having a sheet of galvanized 
steel or asbestosboard cut to 
the size of your fireplace, so 
that if a chimney Fire does 
start, you will be able to plate 
it over the opening to help 
starve the fire of air. The same 
control can be achieved in 
stoves by installing a snuggly 
fitted damper in the stove 
pipe. In an emergency, this 
damper can cut off all the air 
to the chimney, but not to the 
firebox itself. 


10. A handful of chimney 
sweep or salt thrown on a hot 
fire once a week will keep the 
creosote to a minimum by- 
causing it to flake and fall off. 


Whatever you do, with re­ 
spect to fire, do it right! Play 


it safe! If you suspect you are 
having a chimney fire, do not 
hesitate to call your fire de­ 
partment 
immediately. 
By- 
taking the necessary precau­ 
tions, you will help assure your 
family of a safe and warm 
winter.

Morningstar Patties Flunk, 


Passing Grade for Egg Beaters 


KINGSTON 


Down through the centuries, mothers have been telling 


their kids to eat a good breakfast. Is eating breakfast all that 
important? 


The citizens of Framingham, Mass, think so. So much, in 


fact, that this fall, some 3,000 residents of the New England 
town gathered together on an open field, raised their hands 
as one, and took a solemn pledge to eat a better breakfast. 
Then they partook of "The World's Biggest Community 
Breakfast" in an effort to teach an entire town, and 
hopefully the rest of the country, to improve its breakfast 
eating habits. 


It was all part of "Framingham Stick Up For Breakfast 


Day"—and the Freeman consumer testing panel had reason 
to ponder those activities this week as they put Morning- 
star Farms Breakfast Patties and Fleischmann's Egg 
Beatere "On Trial." 


Testing the products, both of which claim to be 


cholesterol-free 
were Ruth Martin of Woodstock, Dot 


Ridgway of Saugerties, Roberta Fingerman of High Falls, 
Doris Shultis of Ulster Park, and Kathy' Carle of Kingston. 


To paraphrase an old adage, "The truth of the sausage 


is in the eating." And, the truth is, Morningstar Farms 
Breakfast Patties don't taste like sausages. For these 
panelists, who prefer the "real thing," these "sausages" were 
"awful, looking and awful tasting." 


But for those people who can't eat real sausages for 


medical reasons, the product might be judged somewhat 
differently. Nevertheless, "sawdust" by any other name still 


shopped. Waldbaum' in Kingston and two separate Shop- 
Rites in two different Ulster County communities offered 
them at 95 cents; Grand Union supermarkets in Kingston 
and Highland featured them at 89 cents. 


Fleischmann's Egg Beaters did not meet with such harsh 


criticism from the panel as a whole, although Kathy (the 
least enthusiastic panelist) insisted; "I'd rather die of 
hardening of the arteries than a chemical overdose!" 


Among the ingredients of the cholesterol-free egg sub- 


stitute are artificial coloring, liquid corn oil, egg white, 
various emulsifiers, and a wide variety of chemical names. 


Again, Ruth found them "very easy to prepare," and again 


felt she was "adding calories in using oil." Still, she found 
the taste good—"like real eggs ... we really couldn't tell the 
difference." For scrambled eggs, however, she feels they are 
"expensive to use for a whole family." Even so, says Ruth, 
"If I had to be on a low cholesterol diet, I would use them." 
And although she found the color a brighter yellow than 
regular eggs, she would "not hesitate to use them again in 
baking and cooking and scrambled for breakfast—although 
they are expensive." 


At her house, Dot found the Egg Beaters "went over very 


well." Says Dot, "We all liked them, and I liked the different 
things you can do with them. They didn't taste at all bad 
and I even tried one in a milk shake with ice cream and skim 
milk." 


Her son also "enjoyed them very much." And, while she 


wouldn't go out of her way to buy them for herself, she'd 
certainly eat them if they were in the house. For her 


tastes like "floor sweepings," as one panelist's husband said. 


According to the accompanying literature, "They look Hke 


country-style sausage patties. Actually they're something 
better." The panel didn't agree with that any more than 
with this added description:" . . . a new taste that's really 
worth waking up for." 


Although the product, free of cholesterol and animal fat, 


was designed primarily for those who cannot have these 
ingredients in their diet either because of religion or health, 
the company decided the patties were "so appetizing and 
delicious" everyone should be given the chance to eat them. 
"They make good eating fun'1 the literature says. 


Ruth found them "easy to prepare, " but "did not like 


them at all." And because the recipe called for the use of 
cooking oil, she felt she "was adding calories." She also 
objected to their "spicy, salty taste" and to the fact that 
"they tended to crumble when picked up with a fork." 
Adding that she "didn't like their soy beans smell," Ruth 
said she definitely "would not buy them again . . . even if 
I was on a low cholesterol diet." 


Dot, in no mood to mince words, said simply and 


succinctly of the patties: "They can keep 'em!" And said 
so even though their cholesterol-free feature is a considera- 
tion for her husband's sake.. And, at six to a package, she 
fells "they don't go very far for a big family." 


Roberta didn't like them "at all." Neither did her 


husband, who said they "tasted like floor sweepings 
(sawdust) with a lot of pepper." She did find, however, that 
when she cooked them longer than suggested on the package, 


husband, who eats only scrambled eggs, the cholesterol-free 
appeal of the product is a plus factor. She also likes the fact 
that they can be used with skim milk, and would consider 
buying them again since they lend themselves to use in "so 
many things." 


Roberta felt they were "pretty good but more expensive 


than regular eggs." She, personally, would not buy them 
again, but feels "they are good and the closest thing you can 
come to without having eggs, if you have to limit yourself 
on your intake — or are on a low cholesterol diet." They 
tasted good when scrambled, she said, but she found them 
"a little looser than r-aal eggs—and with: a "little sweeter 
taste." 


Doris also served them scrambled to her family — and 


says, "No one could tell the difference." But she finds them 
even better for use in baking, and would use them all the 
time for that. "I wouldn't say they are cheap," she says, "but 
we honestly can't tell the difference in cakes, cookies and 
cream pies. And they taste the same to us as fresh scrambled 
eggs." 


Doris regularly buys eggs at an area farm, where she gets 


30 medium-size eggs for S1.75 as compared with eight eggs 
for 95 cents in the Egg Beater carton. Still, she says she 
would happily keep these egg substitutes in the freezer, 
"because she uses so many of them and because she likes 
the cholesterolfree feature." 


Although totally turned off by the chemical and artificial 


ingredients in the product, Kathy grudingly admitted the

Doris, "They just fall a p a r t . . . and my daughter said the 
box probably tasted better than the patties." While she 
personally thought the flavor was "really sausage-like" in 
taste," it was nonetheless a flavor the entire family vetoed. 
"I like the cholesterol-free idea," says Doris, "but I still 
wouldn't buy them again." 


Kathy Carle also gave them a low grade. "The farce of 


them,""she says, "is that they're advertised as a cholesterol- 
free, texturized vegetable protein product. Yet to make 
them, you must 
completely 
cover the 
skillet 
with 


polyunsaturated cooking oil. And, if you don't use that type 


• of oil, you're ingesting more grease than with a real patty." 


She also found them "extremely oily — even when patted 


dry;" described their falvor as "close to wet cardboard;" 
objected to the artificial and total chemicals ingredients; 
says they "crumble completely and fall apart;" and fells 
that, at six to a package, they are expensive "sausage"— 
which they are not anyway. 


"A consumer rip-off," concludes Kathy. "Awful looking, 


awful tasting. None of us would eat them after one taste, 
and neither would the cat. Good for a vegetarian, maybe, 
but not even cholesterol-free if cooked in ordinary oil." 


Price-wise, the panel found the package of six patties 


selling for either 89 or 95 cents, depending on where they 


taste was excellent and the flavor very good. "But it pours," 
she says, "like Elmer's glue; is repulsive to make because 
of the thickness of the quality, which is not light and fluffy 
like real scrambled eggs ... and which is a brighter yellow." 


And, if cholesterol is a killer, feels Kathy, chemicals are 


not much better. She is also critical of the "staying period" 
of the product, pointing out that one can keep a dozen eggs 
in the refrigerator for three weeks. "Egg Beaters will keep 
if you freeze them," she says, "but if you defrost them, you 
must use them within a week." 


That's a drawback for any senior citizen who eats 


sparingly, she ffeels. And since the portions are not large 
enough for a family of four, the product is rather expensive 
and, again, a waste for seniors. 


Prices paid for two, 8-oz. cartons of Egg Beaters 


(equivalent to 8 eggs): 99 cents at Victory in Saugerties; 96 
cents at Woodstock Grand Union; 95 cents at New Paltz 
Shop Rite and Port Ewen Grand Union; and 85 cents at 
Kingston's Waldbaum's. 


So, bagels and lox it wasn't. Farm fresh scrambled eggs 


and Virginia smoked ham it wasn't either. But ethnic 
backgrounds aside, breakfast it was. 


We leave it to our readers to decide and, if you'd like to 


compare sentiments with our panel two weeks from today, 
we invite you to do so — when our quintet will be testing 
Kenuzit Solid Air Freshener and Scot's Liquid Gold Cleaner 
for Wood Panelling.

Yet 
the same executive admits 
that he can try on three suits 
from three manufacturers in 
the men's department and 
that all three would fit slightly 
differently.

carry. The number of men who 
can shop here is minimal. But 
for the small adult male the 
average price of a vested suit 
for fall in the boys' deport- 
ment, boys's size 20, will be 
S85, considerably less than in 
the other areas. 


Sak's Vantage Point for the 


Young Man is its teen shop,

the sizes overlap 


adult sizes. The average price 
for a vested suit, notes Mayer, 
will be $140. The price jumps 
to $18o in the Traditional 
Shop, $195 in the Passport

European-styled suits to $200 
in the regular men's suit de- 
partment. 


Most stores nre loath to con- 


template the adult shopping in 
the young man's aren but in 
suitings, at least, they force 
the young man to think older. 
At the mass merchant level, 
neither Montgomery Ward's 
The Chain Shop for the young 
mtin (18-2/i) nor Sears' Put-On 
Shop for the "Contemporary" 
customer, even carry conven- 
tional tailored suits. .J.C. Pen- 
ney once carried a student suit 
hut discontinued it. So the 
young man of necessity must 
chei'k out the men's depart- 
ments, where sizing variations 
abound.

Medical care at home is 


helping to keep many elderly 
persons out of nursing homes. 


The trend to a less expensive 


and more dignified alternative 
for chronically ill senior per- 
sons is growing across the na- 
tion. 


Many of these, when ill, 


don't want or even need in- 
stitutional care. 


There are an estimated 2.1 


million Americans over the age 
of 65 and the figure will go up 
25 per cent by 1990. 


The home care programs for 


the elderly sick were pioneered 
by hospitals. 


They go by such names as — 


Geriatric Outreach, Com- 
munity Care, Geriatric Day 
Care. They all aim to make it 
possible for the elderly to live 
at home with dignity, to be 
treated at home, to keep at 
bay the heartache and lone- 
liness of institutional care. 


Some examples of programs: 
• The Greater 
Chinatown 


Community Association has 
set up a health clinic in the 
heart of Chinatown in New 
York City to bring medical 
care to the association's 1,600 
members; average age, 70. The 
association provides home care 
and those that require amb- 
ulatory 
care 
are 
provided 


transportation to their doctor 
or clinic. 


• In Baltimore the Levindale 


Hebrew Geriatric Center and 
Hospital serves older people, 
many over 80, with a full range 
of services including transpor- 
tation, meals, baths, physical 
therapy and a shelter work- 
shop. 


• In Southern California the 


Los Angeles County-USC 
Medical Center provides regu- 
lar doctors' visits to 500 elderly 
chronically ill patients. 


Some 70 resident physicians 


and 10 staff doctors are avail- 
able seven days a week, 24 
hours a day. In a recent year, 
physicians made approximate- 
ly 10,000 house calls. 


• In Wisconsin a Communi- 


ty Care unit consisting of a 
team of health workers helps 
maintain some 3,500 low-in- 
come elderly and disabled in 
their homes. 


The concept of home care for 


the elderly was pioneered by 
New York's Mcmtefiore Hospi- 
tal, in 1947. 


The first service for the 


homebound elderly sick pro- 
v i d e d 
d o c t o r s , 
p s y - 


chotherapists, social workers, 
homemakers, technicians and 
others. 


Alexander McMahon, presi- 


dent of the American Hospital 
Association, recently reported 
that 79 per cent of hospitals 
having 500 or more beds rou- 
tinely offer some 10 home-care 
services.. 


McMahon estimates that on 


ths average day 75,(XW pa- 
tients throughout the country 
or about six per cent of those 
in expensive hospital 
beds 


could actually be cured for at 
home — and for much less. 


In Rochester, N.Y., for ex- 


ample, it is costing $18 a day 
to care for patients who would 
run up charges of SI 16 in hos- 
pitals. 


In Connecticut, a study of a 


home care program showed a 
saving of 8,919 hospital days, 
an average of nine days a case. 
M o n e y s a v e d 
c a m e t o 


$800.000.

skilled 
nursing 
services 
in 


Tucson have successfully com- 
bined to provide a unique 
citywide system of geriatric 
day-care services. 


The senior health improve- 


ment programs are located 
throughout the city and pro- 
vide a full range of medical 
therapy and occupational aer- 
vices for 400. About 94 per cent 
of the participants would need 
to be admitted to nursing 
homes within .10 day.s iT the 
program closed down. 


A Blue Cnws study shows 


that at least $200 million a 
year now being spent on nurs- 
ing homes could be saved with 
viable home-care programs. 


Fifty-four of the nation's 73 


Blue Cross plans offer home- 
care benefits to some H7 mil- 
lion subscribers. These pay for 
such services as hospital beds, 
physicians' supervision, visit- 
ing nurse and physiotherapists 
and ambulance service.

For Landscape 


KINGSTON 


Trees are valuable and an important part of any well 


designed landscape plan for both private and public proper- 
ty. Occassionally it becomes necessary to determine the 
replacement value for trees growing on residential properties 
or along streets as a result of accidental injury to or 
destruction of the tree. It is often necessary to establish the 
value of shade trees, fruit trees, and shrubs when property 
is bought or sold, condemned for right of ways, or for 
insurance claims or losses by lightening, floods, etc. 


Such trees and shrubs cannot be evaluated just for the 


lumber that can be obtained from their harvest, because 
they have other intrinsic values such as, attractive flowers, 
fruits or foliage, a particular growth habit or a special 
historic or sentimental significance, all of which are factors 
difficult to evaluate in dollars or cents. 


As a result, the International Shade Tree Conference (now 


the International Society of Arboriculture) developed a set 
of standard procedures for evaluating landscape trees that 
we used up to 1975. This system was based on three factors: 
size of the tree, type of tree and its condition.

In 1973 the American Society of Consulting Arborists 


proposed that a new in-depth study be taken of the Shade 
Tree Evaluation formula and as a result a new Revision III 
was released July 1975, to be used by qualified professional 
plantsmen. 


Generally, the new formula recommends replacement 


values be used for most specimens of shrubs, evergreens and 
trees up to 12 inches in trunk diameter as they can be readily 
transplanted. In determining the monetary value of larger 
landscape trees the new formula has four absic factors: (1) 
Type or classification of tree established by a professional 
plant appraiser (2) Size of tree to be determined by 
measuring the diameter of the trunk at 4.5 feet from the 
ground. This factor is them squared and multiplied by .784 
to get the cress sectional area in square inches. A rough 
estimate of value at this point is S10 per square inch. 
Example for a sugar maple (acer saccharum) with a 20 inch 
trunk diameter, the cross sectional area would be 314.2 
square inches, with a value of $3,142 (3) Condition as very 
few trees or other specimen landscape plants are perfect they 
must be rated by a professional plantsman on a percentage 
rating of 0-100 per cent.

Buying Cookware? 


By Margaret Dana 


In planning your Christmas- 


present buying this year, pro- 
bably, like many others you 
will figure on trying to find 
practical and useful items that 
are at the same time attrac 
live, special and rather im- 
pressive. Nothing could fill the 
bill better for most gift-giving 
than 
the 
newer or more 


durable cookware items avail- 
able in our hardware stores 
and departments these days. 


But to buv intelligently, you 


do need to review some points 
about the different materials 
being used, and the safety and 
behavior of certain factors in 
those pots and pans. 


One important point that 


contributes to safety —- or un- 
expected hazard — and is usu- 
ally overlooked until some- 
thing goes wrong, is the design 
and materal of the handles in 
those pots and pans. 


The material oi which the 


handle is made must be heat- 
resistant and should be so 
placed that it actually is 
shielded from direct heat by a 
metal sleeve. But study that 
me'.al sleeve and the manner 
in which the handle is at- 
tached to the pan One of the 
chief complaints I get from 
consumers is that long before 
some pans have had much use, 
the handle can come loose 
Then, in picking up a pan of 
boiling food, that handle could 
turn, and pour that danger- 
ously hot food on you — or 
perhaps a youngster standing 
nearby. 


So check how the handle is 


attached to the pot. Is the 
wood or plastic handle just 
screwed into the sleeve? Or are 
there metal screws winch hold 
the handle in place'' Look for 
the metal screws, because they 
can be tightened if the handle 
loosens in use. The other type 
can loosen because the wood or 
plastic wears down, so it no 
longer holds tightly. 


Some tvpes of pots and pans 


have a metal handle fastened 
to the pan by metal grips. 
These 
usually 
have 
good 


durability during the life of the 
pan In fact, all the knobs, 
handles and grips are impor- 
tant to both durability and 
safety. 


Another point to watch is 


the bottom of any pan to be 
used for range-top cooking It 
should be level and flat, or 
only slightly concave, designed 
to flatten out when heated. 
You will save energy in your 
cooking fuel if you make sure 
your pans really make good 
cotiUftt with the stove heat.

Stainless steel is highly pop- 


To be 
correctly called stainless steel, 
it must contain at least 11 per

chromium. The bake 


wear of stainless steel is usual- 
ly just solid stainless steel, but 
the items to be used on top of 
stove must have an additional 
metal in the bottom to give 
better heat conduction. 


Stainless steel is a poor con- 


ductor of heat, so aluminum, 
copper or carbon steel is sand- 
wiched between two layers of 
stainless steel in the pot's bot- 
tom

water This apparently does 
not happen with hard water. If 
that theory is corrst and there 
is increased heart disease in 


people using soft water, you 
can avoid the problem by 
always running a lot of water 
before you take any to drink. 
This will avoid getting water 
that has stood in the pipes and 
dissolved cadmium. If the the- 
ory is incorrect then running 
water will not help.

pipes may damage the kidneys 
which in turn leads to high 
blood pressure.

What better way to spend a 


hot humid afternoon than to 
surround oneself with the icy 
brilliance of crystal. 


This we did with a visit to 


the Dwight D. Eisenhower Li- 
brary and Museum at Abilene, 
Kan.

the Allied Forces during the 
invasion of Normandy and the 
President's inauguration. 


A later gift from his Cabinet 


to commemorate a world tour, 
provoked this response from 
the President, "Steuben has 


once again outdone itself — 
and designed a gift that for me 
has value beyond price." 


There is a small mystery 


about the collection, for scat- 
tered among the historically 
signifacant pieces there are ob- 
jects of crystal labeled simply 
"private collection." Yet there 
is seemingly no information 
about the private collection. 


Don W. Wilson, acting direc- 


tor of the library, could shed 
no light on the subject. "We do 
not know when they (General 
and Mrs. Eisenhower) first 
began collecting crystal. Nor 
do we know whether there are 
pieces in the collection which 
they bought in addition to the 
many gifts they received. We 
do know that Steuben glass 
pieces were often given by the 
Eisenhowers to friends and to 
foreign heads of state." 


He added that pieces 


marked as being from the 
private collection came to the 
museum from Eisenhower's 
Gettysburg offices after his 
death. "The Eisenhowers may 
have retained some of their 
own crystal as opposed to state 
gifts, so we do not know the 
size of their complete collec- 
tion," he said. 


If there is indeed more to the 


collection than is presently 
known, we'd like to think that 
at some future time it would 
be documented and shown to 
the American people.

Buying Cookware? 
Some Key Poin ts 


B y Margaret Dana 
In planning your Christmas- 
present buying this year, pro­ 
bably, like many others you 
will figure on trying to find 
practical and useful items that 
are at the same time attrac­ 
tive, special and rather im­ 
pressive. Nothing could fill the 
bill better for most gift-giving 
than 
the 
newer 
or 
more 
durable cookware items avail 
able in our hardware stores 
and departments these days. 
But to buy intelligently, you 
do need to review some points 
about the different materials 
being used, and the safety and 
behavior of certain factors in 
those pots and pans. 
One important point that 
contributes to safety — or un­ 
expected hazard — and is usu­ 
ally overlooked until some­ 
thing goes wrong, is the design 
and materal of the handles in 
those pots and pans. 
The material of which the 
handle is made must be heat- 
resistant and should be so 
placed 
that 
it 
actually 
is 
shielded from direct heat by a 
metal sleeve. But study that 
metal sleeve and the manner 
in which the handle is at­ 
tached to the pan. One of the 
chief complaints 1 get from 
consumers is that long before 
some pans have had much use, 
the handle c'an come loose. 
Then, in picking up a pan* of 
boiling food, that handle could 
turn, and pour that danger­ 
ously hot food on you — or 
perhaps a youngster standing 
nearby. 
So check how the handle is 
attached to the pot. Is the 
wood or plastic handle just 
screwed into the sleeve? Or are 
there metal screws which hold 
the handle in place? Look for 
the metal screws, because they 
can be tightened if the handle 
loosens in use. The other type 
can loosen because the wood or 
plastic wears down, so it no 
longer holds tightly. 
Some types of pots and pans 
have a metal handle fastened 
to the pan by metal grips. 
These 
usually 
have 
good 
durability during the life of the 
pan. In fact, all the knobs, 
handles and grips are impor­ 
tant to both durability and 
safety. 
Another point to watch is 
the bottom of any pan to be 
used for range-top cooking. It 
should he level and fiat, or 
only slightly concave, designed 
to flatten out when heated. 
You will save energy in your 
cooking fuel if you make sure 
your pans really make good 
contArt with the stove heat 
Now, what kinds of metals 
are available for your choice? 
T h e y

f a m i l i a r 
nowadays, but their dif­ 
ferences when it comes to con­ 
ducting and transferring heat 
to the food are important. 
Aluminum is an excellent con­ 
ductor of heat and the heavier

By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D, 
DEAR DR. L A M B - S o im 
years ago we had a famous 
brand name water softening 
system installed. Since then 
my wife has developed a high 
blood pressure condition. I 
have 
been 
bothered 
with 
angina pectoris. 


A visiting relative would 
not drink the water from our 
tap, but would use only the 
untreated water from the 
outside hydrant. She claimed 
it was bad for our condition 
and would cause high blood 
pressure and other heart ail­ 
ments. 
It seems that somewhere 
an extensive research project 
came up with statistics veri­ 
fying this idea. Has this been 
found to be true? Is it bad to 
drink water that has been 
treated by commercial water 
softeners? 


DEAR READER—There is 
some truth in the story. Some 
research studies have shown 
that there is a higher incidence 
of heart attacks in individuals 
drinking soft water as com­ 
pared to people drinking hard 
water. However, a statistical 
study by the UCLA School of 
Public Health in Los Angeles 
found no relationship at all. 


One explanation suggested 
was that soft water acts on the 
plumbing and allows cadmium 
and perhaps other toxic metals 
to he dissolved into the soft 
water. This apparently does 
not happen with hard water. If 
that theory is corrst and there 
is increased heart disease in

Review

Neil Young: "Zuma" (Reprise 
MS 2242). 


Neil Young's "Tonight's the 


Night," released last Julj, felt 
like an act of artistic and 
commercial sucicde; "Zuma" 
tells an equally tragic tale, but 
its tone is closer to murder. 
Like Boy Dylan's "Blood On 
The Tracks," Paul Simon's 
"Still Crazy After All These 
Years" and Willie Nelson's 
"Red 
Headed Stranger," 


"Zuma" is obsessed with the 
break-up of the singer's 
marital relationship. But 
where 
Dylan, 
Simon 
and 


Nelson were moved to remorse 
and 
eventually 
redemption. 


Young finds only a desire for 
vengeance. "Drive back to 
your old town," he sings with 
undisguised spite, "I wanna 
wake up with no-one around " 
Solace is simply not a factor, 
even in 'Through My Sails,' 
the eerily beautiful Crosby, 
Stills, Nash and Young har- 
mony number with which he 
closes the record. Here, Young 
soars into paradise but can't 
touch down: "Total confusion, 
disillusion, 
new things I'm 


knowin'." 


But what makes "Zuma" 


especially wonderful is that 
Young plays as angrily as he 
writes. The music here is remi- 
niscent of the best of "After 
the Goldrush," with guitar 
lines that echo the most pow- 
erful Buffalo Springfield riffs. 
'Drive Back,' 'Stupid Girl,' 
'Don't Cry No Tears' and 


Barstool Blues' all are charged 
bv the ever-present 
tension 


between Young and the reform 
Crazv Horse, particulaly new 
second-guitarist Frank Sam- 
pedro, whose playing comple- 
ments Young'« as well as the 
late Dannv Whitten's ever did 


Still, this isn't an album 


that's as easy-listening as "Af- 
ter 
the G o l d r u s h " or 


"Harvest", it is violent, 
threatening, perhaps even in- 
timidating 
If Young seems 


less frustrated than on "Time 
Fades Awav," "On the Beach" 
or "Tonight's the Night." he is 


certainly not yet comfortable 
with his situation. And in a 
way, because Young is able to 
toss in some moments of quiet 
beauty ('Pardon My Heart,' 
done solo with

Drummond for accompani- 
ment, the gorgeous CSNY har- 
monies on 'Through My Sails', 
the spooky 'Cortez the Killer.'

has been made very clear to me looking at history 
over the past 50 years" said Uri Herscher, executive 
vice president of the school. 


"Hitler and the state of Israel have made the Jew 


conscious of the fact that society identifies him as 
a Jew. 


"My most difficult problem with identity is that 


it is linked with adversity so the concern obviously 
is what happens to the Jew when he is living in a 
society where adversity is not dominant." 


Gottschalk shares a similar concern: "What kind 


of Judaism needs to be shared in order to survive 
— that is the question." 


The challenge of Jewish leadership, and by im- 


plication the task of the school which brought into 
being the Jewish Reform movement in America is 
to create "an internal adversity," Herscher said. 


This would not be a physical adversity but a 


theological tension, he said. 


. 


There is no question that Reform Judaism is very 


concerned with the physical survival of Israel" 
Herscher said. The 1967 war awakened a lot of Jews 
"to an identity, a positive identity with Israel, he 
said, "because Israel was so victorious." 


"But it is a kind of association that can't last very 


long. The question that arises is: is Israel, as a state, 
going to feed us enough spiritually to stay alive as 
a people. My answer to that is no, not alone." 


Hebrew Union does maintain a campus in Israel 


and there is no question that American rabbinic 
students who spend a year there come away in some 
sense shaped by that experience. 


Gottshalk quotes from the great Franz Rosenzweig 


when he talks of the school: "Foremost, the purpose 
of Jewish learning is create a Jewish human being." 


In the United States, the task of the Reform 


movement and Hebrew Union College is to find a 
way to balance the particularity of what it means 
to be a Jew with the sense of the universalism of 
the human family that has always been a part of 
the movement's ideology. 


"We need to develop a kind of education that hits 


the gut as well as informs the head," Herscher said. 


Its a big task and a fitting one for an institution 


looking back over 100 years of service to the Jewish 
community.

The Man In The Class Action Suit 


Editor's Note: 


(In this third, and concluding part of Joe Klein's 


interview with consumer advocate Ralph Nader, 
Nader tells why he feels the energy crisis is more 
apparent than real, how the government should aid 
cooperatives, and what he thinks of congress and the 
judiciary.) 


Back to our TV show. The energy crisis—I should 


say the "quote, energy crisis"—how would you 
dramatize that? 


You could start by saying, "The experts are saying 


we are in an energy crisis and an energy shortage. They 
say we're running out of oil and gas." Then you show 
that this is all nonsense. Energy is where you want to 
find it. For example, one-third of the annual tree growth 
m the United States would supply all our energy if we 
knew how to convert efficiently into methanol, wood 
alcohol. Corn husks, grass, leaves, diseased or dying 
trees, 150 million tons of manure, plants—all these can 
be converted into energy. And you show solar energy 
and wind, and you ask: If all this is energy, why aren't 
we getting it? Because the energy corporations only like 
a certain kind of energy: the kind they can effectively 
control the supply and distribution of. Which is why 
solar energy doesn't qualify: the sun can go directly to 
your home, bypassing your friends at the utility-and- 
power company. See? (laughs) 


I mean, they're not really interested in corn husks or 


manure because those are accessible to anybody. You 
could have lots of small companies and decentralize 
them, but oil wells offshore? I mean, why do oil 
companies love offshore oil? Because they don't have 
any competition from independent producers who 
aren't big enough to buy the rigs. And the same is true 
with nuclear power. If a big utility like Con Edison had 
a $20 gizmo that could produce electricity for all of New 
York City—and say they got a ten percent return on a 
$20 investment—you think Con Ed would be in- 
terested9 Of course it wouldn't be interested. They like 
nuclear power because it gives them a tremendous 
capital base on which to get more money from the 
consumer. 


How would you dramatize the difference between 


the president's energy policy and the Democrats' in 
Congress? 


I'd show someone pulling into a gas station, and they 


ring up 54' a gallon, or 60C—that's the Democrats' 
program. Then you show someone pulling into the same 
gas station and they ring up 75C a gallon—that's Ford's 
program. And you go right down the line like that. 


How would you explain why the president wants 


to do that? 


Well, you can't do that too graphically; you have to 


do it verbally. It's basically that Ford is doing what the 
oil companies want—a higher price ceiling on oil coming 
into this country, so they can raise their domestic oil 
prices. Second, the higher the price to the consumer, 
even if part of it is a tax, the more the consumer gets 
accustomed to the high price. And when the tax comes 
off, the oil companies can move in just the way the auto 
companies moved in a few years ago when the $200 auto 
excise tax came off. And people won't resist because 
they'll just be paying the same price as always. Third, 
the value of resources in the ground goes up. That's why 
the oil companies love what the OPEC cartel did — 
basically it tripled the value of their oil in Texas, in the 
United States. 


So what do we show viewers as a positive alter- 


native? What can they do? 


Well, first you show them they can produce their own 


power. If we could ever get the hobbyists of America to 
start building windmills and solar energy collectors out 
of Heath kits—it would be enormous! There's a man 
here in Washington who has a solar collector system on 
his roof and he claims that in 1972 his gas bill was under 
$5. So while it might not do the whole job, whatever 
it does is all to the good. 


It is a more difficult field though, to give people 


things they can do immediately—aside from building 
their own solar energy panels—than food was, isn't 
it? 


Yes, because food is a daily type thing. You can reject 


your local supermarket, exert immediate pressure on it. 
But what's the alternative to the automobile other than 
walking? Of course, you could say: Here's one solution 
to the energy crisis—and then you show people walking. 


Okay, your choice for the TV show: insurance. 
First you show a doorbell ringing, at night, and the 


people in the house open the door . . . it's Metropolitan 


Life Insurance! And the salesman's here to try to sell 
them some insurance. They sit down and listen to his 
spiel and then the householder starts asking him 
questions. How do your prices compare with your 
hundred competicors? Well, the first thing they'll find 
is that he hasn't got that information, which arouses 
suspicion. He can't even get that information ... or he 
won't get it. And you have to let people know that there 
are tremendous price differences for the same kind of 
coverage from company to company. 


All right. Then the householder says to the insurance 


salesman, "What is it that you want me to sign?" So 
he says, "Here is our policy," and out comes this thing 
with microscopic print. So the householder says, 
"Would you mind if I read this over the next few days 
and then you come back?" And the salesman tries to 
dissuade him, but finally says okay. Two days later the 
doorbell rings again and the householder says, "Well, 
I've found your policy quite appropriate in some 
respects, but in other respects I've decided to amend 
it and I've changed some words and some figures here 
and there. And I'd like you to agree to my changes and 
then I'll sign the contract." 


Now what does this bring across? The fact that it's 


almost unheard of. I mean, people start laughing: 
Whoever thought of amending insurance? You take it 
or leave it. So it shows that insurance really is a one- 
sided thing. You get it across to people that they have 
no bargaining power. Prudential could ring the doorbell 
the next day and it would be the same thing. And you 
show people that they are paying millions of dollars in 
higher prices than tey have to. 


What do you get people to do? 
You show them that if they were part of a consumer 


economy—and belonged to food co-ops, housing co-ops, 
health co-ops, insurance co-ops — they'd be able to 
maximize their dollars and also their health aned 
safety. 


Well, very practically, how do we get to the point 


where that kind of cooperative is possible in this 
country? 


All right. This is what we're going to try to encourage 


Congress to enact this session: a consumer-cooperative 
financing bank. It's a bank that's modeled after the 
farmer-cooperative banks that were set up in the 
Thirties. 


See, the farmers were in very bad shape then. They 


couldn't get credit from banks as individuals. So they 
joined together in cooperatives in order to improve their 
buying and marketing power, and they got Congress to 
enact a law establishing banks for the cooperatives— 
a bank which would lend them money, shot and long 
term. And in return, the farm cooperativies bought into 


the bank, until the government owned less and less, and 
in 1968 the cooperatives had total ownership. Why not 
a similar structure to finance consumer co-ops? 


What about the producing side of the economy? 


What kind of immediate steps can people take to get 
basic structural changes there? 


Well, one of the first steps would be for Congress to 


enact a new system of federally chartering large corpo- 
rations. One reason why that's important is that it 
would provide the first thorough public debate on the 
structure of corporations in the history of this country. 
It will be a chance to rewrite our constitution for 
corporations. Corporations are a creation of the state, 
you should always remember, and the charter is what 
the state gives the corporation in return for certain 
obligations. And what federal chartering would do is 
redefine those obligations. 


For example, under existing law, corporations don't 


have to disclose very much information abcut their 
inner workings. ' 


For example, there are currently very mild sanctions 


for officials who behave illegally or against the public 
interest. 


For example, there is no bill of rights for employees. 


If an engineer speaks "up against General Motors for 
making unsafe cars, shouldn't that person be given due 
process if GM decides to fire him? 


For example, there's no attention paid now to the 


silent, violent impacts some corporations have on their 
communities, like pollution. 


Above all, the charter must make the corporation 


vulnerable. It must structure banks, for example, in 
such a way that depositors have an opportunity to throw 
out the management for good cause. 


The problem—the immediate problem — with both 


the consumer-cooperative bank and federal charter- 
ing of corporations is getting it through Congress. 
How are you going to get "those" kinds of things 
through "this" kind of Congress? 


We're dealing with a shift from nonperceived to 


perceived crises. For example, a few years ago you 
couldn't have gotten two votes in Congress to set up a 
federal oil-and-gas corporation. But last December, 22 
senators sponsored that bill and they could've gotten 
another ten to sign on. Why? Because they perceived 
the crisis in the energy situation. How do you get the 
ball rolling on other nonperceived crises? The only way 
—in addition to expecting people to respond more 
forcefully when crises and catastrophes occur—is to 
begin to build the momentum for citizen action. 


In more general terms, though, do you think 


Congress is the best place to go if you want to bring 
about basic changes in the society? 


Potentially, yes. One reason is that, of the three 


branches of government, Congress is really closest 
to the people. I mean, they really have job insecurity. 
The major problem now, though, is that we basically 
have minority rule because it takes a two-thirds vote 
to overrule a presidential veto. And I think the 
founding fathers made a mistake when they thought 
the power of Congress was going to be overhwelming 
t and the presidency was going to be weak. With veto 
power, the presidency can be extremely strong. 
Right now it doesn't look like the country can do very 
much with a totally opposed president. 


And that's what you think we have? 
That's what we have. That's why Congress's bargain-

I mean, you don't give a federal judge a 
campaign contribution. They're appointed for life. You 
don't wine and dine them; you can't offer them jobs 
after they leave court. . .

For example, there are currently very mild sanctions 
for officials who behave illegally or against the public 
interest. 
For example, there is no bill of rights for employees. 
If an engineer speaks up against General Motors for 
making unsafe cars, shouldn’t that person be given due 
process if GM decides to fire him? 
For example, there’s no attention paid now to the 
silent, violent impacts some corporations have on their 
communities, like pollution. 
Above all, the charter must make the corporation 
vulnerable. It must structure banks, for example, in 
such a way that depositors have an opportunity to throw 
out the management for good cause. 
The problem—the immediate problem — with both 
the consumer-cooperative bank and federal charter­ 
ing of corporations is getting it through Congress. 
How are you going to get “those" kinds of things 
through “this” kind of Congress? 
We’re dealing with a shift from nonperceived to 
perceived crises. For example, a few years ago you 
couldn’t have gotten two votes in Congress to set up a 
federal oil-and-gas corporation. But last December, 22 
senators sponsored that bill and they could’ve gotten 
another ten to sign on. Why? Because they perceived 
the crisis in the energy situation. How do you get the 
ball rolling on other nonperceived crises? The only way 
—in addition to expecting people to respond more 
forcefully when crises and catastrophes occur—is to 
begin to build the momentum for citizen action. 
In more general terms, though, do you think 
Congress is the best place to go if you want to bring 
about basic changes in the society? 
Potentially, yes. One reason is that, of the three 
branches of government, Congress is really closest 
to the people. I mean, they really have job insecurity. 
The major problem now, though, is that we basically 
have minority rule because it takes a two-thirds vote 
to overrule a presidential veto. And I think the 
founding fathers made a mistake when they thought 
the power of Congress was going to be overhwelming 
t and the presidency was going to be weak. With veto 
power, the presidency can be extremely strong. 
Right now it doesn’t look like the country can do very 
much with a totally opposed president. 
And that’s what you think we have? 
That’s what we have. That’s why Congress’s bargain­ 
ing power is so low with Ford—because he really doesn’t 
want to do anything! Except maybe pass these 
giveaway-to-business bills. He doesn’t want a civil 
rights bill, he doesn’t want a jobs bill, he doesn’t want 
a real housing bill, he doesn’t want a tax reform bill . 
. . And the problem again is that there’s no leadership 
in th House and Senate. The curse of any governmental 
body is to be led by nice but weak leaders. The niceness 
insures their tenure and weakness insures their 
donothingness. 
What about using the judiciary as a means for 
basic changes? You’ve brought a number of suc­ 
cessful lawsuits that have forced the government to 
respond . . . 


The judiciary is the citadel for the minority view. 
They don’t count votes in court. They ount rights. And 
also, when it works well, it works because the courts are 
insulated from the usual manipulative power plays that 
operate in the executive and legislative branches of 
government. I mean, you don’t give a federal judge a 
campaign contribution. They’re appointed for life. You 
don’t wine and dine them; you can’t offer them jobs 
after they leave court . . . The reason it hasn’t worked 


as well as it might is because most judges are taken from 
the upper economic classes. Many are former corporate 
lawyers. 


How would you change it? 
Well, that's one of the toughest questions of all. 


Because if you elect them, you end up with the 
situtation in New York, where judges are beholden to 
campaign contributions ... I would frankly prefer the 
election of judges, but for long periods of time to 
insulate them from the tyrannical majority. I'd also 
permit cumulative voting; in other words, I'd have a 
slate of ten judges and you could put all your ten votes 
on one judge, so that the minority could elect some 
judges. And I'd get money, campaign contributions, 
completely out of it. 


Getting back to the Congress, you tried to exert 


some direct citizen pressure several years ago with 
your Congress Project. Your people wrote reports on 
each member of Congress. Were you satisfied with 
the results.? 


Well, I'm never satisfied with any results . . . 
Never? 
No, never. But it did do a lot of good things. It had 


substantial behavioral effect on members of Congress. 
They now knew that even though they controlled the 
communications systems of their constituencies — 
through newsletters, taped broadcastts and the fact 
that the press didn't have the time or interest to 
chronicle their activities— they knew that what they 
did was going to be chronicled by our Congress Project 
and distributed back home. 


But your profiles weren't really very tough on a lot 


of members. 


That's because a decision was made at the outset 


not to make value judgments, that we shouldn't say: 
"Now we conclude Congressman Jones should be 
defeated." 


Why'd you decide that? 
First, we'd need more time and resources. It would 


be easy to make those sort of decisions about many 
congressmen, but for many others it wouldn't. Also, it 
would be considered partisan, because inevitably one 
party would come out better than the other. 


Well, why not become partisan? Isn't voting your 


ultimate act as a professional citizen? 


There are two reasons for that. First, if you're going 


to become partisan, you've really got to do it effectively. 
If you're going to try to defeat somebody, you've really 
got to try and defeat somebody, otherwise it's a 
celebrity thing: I'm for so and so, you should vote for 
so and so. It doesn't mean anything; it cheapens the 
currency. 


The second reason is that our groups operate under 


tax-exempt restricitions which prevent engaging in any 
partisan political activity. 


If you could do it, would you be associated with it? 
Well, I don't know about my being associated with 


it. But I think there should be a group in the country 
that systematically searches out candidates who are 
going to take strong people stands and gives them 
advice, and helps them get elected. 


So why not do it? 
Because that's not the most important thing right 


now. 


But isn't the president of the United States the 


ultimate public citizen, the ultimate consumer ad- 
vocate? 


No. The president is the agent of the people and if 


they are not organized in their consumer, taxpayer or 
citizen roles, change of any significance is unlikely to 
come from the top. To break the concentrations of 
power, which is what such a candidate would have to 
strive to do, the need for a very articulate and organized 
citizenry is even greater. But the whole citizen-action 
area doesn't attract anywhere near as much support or 
funds as the political area. 


pBut what about using the political area as a way 


of publicizing citizen action, as a way of attracting 
support and funds? 


That's one way. A more lasting way, though, is to have 


citizen activity direct the political process. 


Let me give you an example: I had a meeting with 


Governor (Michael) Dukakis (of Massachusetts) and 
we were talking about the utilities —like most places 
there's a great uproar among utilities customers in 
Massachusetts. We discussed a number of reform 
proposals: good appointments to the state public utili- 
ties commission, a consumer counsel to represent the 
people's interests and finally a checkoff system on each 
utility bill where each consumer could make a $1 or $2 
contribution to a statewide consumer-action group. 


One of his aides favored the consumer-counsel idea 


but Dukakis said, "you don't understand. This con- 
sumer counsel is only good as long as I'm governor. But 
once you establish a residential utility consumer-action 


group (RUCAG), well, that's permanent." The next 
governor could be very pro-big business but it would be 
impossible for him or her to uproot the RUCAG. It 
would be an independent political and economic force 
in the state. Not only would the group have a full-time 
staff, but it would have a communications link to 300- 
400,000 voters. And so it would be politically impossible 
to stop it. 


And if someone like Dukakis can establish that 


kind of group while he's governor, doesn't that make 
running for office worthwhile? 


Yes, but he couldn't establish it by state law in a 


hundred years unless he had the utilities consumers 
organized. They need to be organized to push the law 
establishing the checkoff system on utilities bills 
through the state legislature. It's the chicken and egg 
—and I think it's more important to get the people 
organized first. 


You know, you look at Tennessee. In one decade 


they've got (Estes) Kefauver and (Albert) Gore as 
senators; the next decade they've got (William) Brock 
and (Howard) Baker. What an incredible trans- 
formation! The same constituency electing completely 
different kinds of senators. What that means is that 
there's no consistent expression of public will, that it's 
very transient and manipulable by politicians. If 
Kefauver and Gore had done their homework, if they'd 
started building up basic citizen forces instead of just 
winning elections, a guy like Brock wouldn't have had 
a chance in 50 years of defeating Gore. 


Do you really think that a country that elected 


Richard Nixon is now going to elect people who are 
actually going to change things? With communications 
systems run as they are? It's not in the cards. Which 
is why we're trying to get something more permanent 
underway. 


There still is a hell of a lot of power in the 


presidency, though. Especially if it's used negative- 
ly, as you say Ford is using it. Now, we've been 
through why you wouldn't want to get involved in 
it... .but someone's going to have to get involved. 
What kind of person would you like to see as 
president? How would you like to see a presidential 
campaign run? 


Those are long answers. One attribute a president 


must have is the ability to get down to the most basic 
levels. If, for example, you have to make a decision on 
occupational health and safety, you go out to the 
factories and see what they're really like. If you want 
to have bureaucratic reform, spend a few days in the 
next month just walking through the agencies asking 
questions, so that you're not just told what the super- 
irors in those agencies want you to hear. 


It's important to open up the White House. It's very 


elitist. The White House is best symbolized by the 
masses of tourists waiting outside for hours to get a peek 
inside for a second and by the glittering aristocracy that 
gets invited to White House dinners. The president 
spends a lot of time in useless ceremony. Instead of 
patting a few children on the head and taking a few 
pictures, the president should spend, say, 30 minutes 
with a citizens group, hearing them out, hearing their 
grievances. When was the last time the president 
entertained citizen activists from all over the country? 


The president also has to do more independent 


thinking. The day shouldn't be filled up with . . . 
activities. There's got to be time for a person to sit 
alone with no phones ringing, and think. 


Apparently, he has that time. If you read what 


Butterfield said about Nixon, he had time to figure 
out the details of what was going to be served for 
dinner and what the White House police should 
wear. 


Yes, the president has free time. It's how you use it. 


Nixon was scheming. 


In other words, you're saying you have to have a 


president who knows how to think. 


Yes, and a president who's an example. Like today, 


Ford is spending like crazy in the White Houe and he's 
asking everybody else for austerity. I think what Jerry 
Brown is doing in California is very good. You cut out 
the mansion, cut out the jets . . . but it isn't enough 
just to do that. 


A presidential campaign, for example, should be a 


massively seized opportunity for citizen action. If you 
belive in consumer cooperatives as a national policy, 
then go around the country and help form consumer 
cooperatives. Don't go around the country saying, "My 
fellow Americans, I promise to do the following." You've) 
got massive access to the media; you're going to be 
spending $50-$100 milllion. You're going to be involving 
up to 200,000 volunteers and active citizens. Start 
setting them up. Student groups, neighborhood groups, 
grass roots organizations—so even if you lose, you've 
accomplished something. 


You say you're not interested in doing that, at least 


in a presidential campaign. How do you deal with all 
these Nader for President groups that keep popping 
up and the stories about you as a presidential 
possibility? 


I don't deal with them at all. I don't see that many 


groups forming. I certainly don't hear from them. 


I just realized something. I don't think either one 


of us has mentioned the word Watergate once in this 
entire discussion.

vestigative arm of Congress—nothing! 


What about Nixon: Was he an aberration or just 


a product of the system? 


He was simply the final expression of the pus and he 


built on what prior presidents had laid the groundwork 
for. The abuse of power, breaking and entering, ex- 
cessive and illegal power of the FBI and CIA, secrecy, 
dirty tricks in campaigns — all this preceded Nixon. He 
just built these patterns into a White House-run system 
of greater and more frequent criminality. 


If the accumulation of presidential power hasn't 


abated at all, how far can it go? What about the 
possibility of a fascist takeover? 


Well, we now have a remarkably orchestrated merger 


of corporate and government power. The major ex- 
ecutives of corporate America are pushing for more 
government subsidy and involvement and tax privi- 
leges; the shuttle between government and industry 
personnel is much greater than at any other time: high- 
level oil executives going into government for a few 
years and then back into industry-. And these are the 
interlocking forces which— history tells us—are the 
basis for any fascist eruption.

Prince and the Pauper," 
"The Adventures of Robin 
Hood," "The Sea Hawk" 
and "The Private Lives of 
Elizabeth and Essex." 


Even though Korngold 


enjoyed his years in Holly- 
wood because he thought 
the movies were an ex- 
cellent vehicle for dramat- 
ic and romantic musical 
composition, some serimus 
music lovers may consider 
it an insult to his memory 
to focus attention on this 
period in his life. 


They regard Korngold as 


a 
great composer who 


belonged in the company 
of Richard Strauss and 
Puccini. And indeed he 
was. Korngold was a child 
prodigy whose first work 
was premiered when he 
was only 11. During his 
teen-age years Korngold

Is anything effective being 
done in New York State to reverse the 
frightening trend? 


The "juvenile justice system" currently in 


existence in New York State is generally 
recognized as having one primary goal: re- 
habilitation. But according to officials and 
professionals knowledgeable about juvenile 
"crime," there is little or no hope for a 
reduction in the juvenile "crime" rate without 
a change in the system and, perhaps more 
importantly, withmut a change in today's 
society. 


Many feel that the law regarding juvenile 


offenses, particularly in cases of violence, 
needs a drastic overhaul. 


Under current state law anyone over the age 


of seven and under the age of 16 who commits 
an act which would be a crime if he were age 
16 or older is a "juvenile delinquent."

Then, usually after a fairly substantial 


delay—now reportedly averaging about one 
month in Ulster County—the juvenile is 
brought into family court where a hearing is 
held. Points of law are argued and the case 
is argued, with a representative of the county 
attorney's office (not the district attorney's 
office) and the law guardian serving, in effect, 
as the prosecuting and defense attorneys. The 
case is not argued if the juvenile does not 
contest the charges against him. 


The case against the juvenile can be dis- 


missed on legal technicalities, the juvenile 
can be found innocent or he can be adjudged 
a juvenile delinquent. The decisions and 
rulings are made by the judge; there is no 
jury. 


Following what parallels a guilty verdict in 


criminal court, the juvenile delinquent faces 
a sentence. 


The sentence could be probation, with 


referrals to appropriate agencies. The juvenile 
delinquent could be sentenced to a private 
residential treatment center. 


There could be a "placement" with the 


State Division for Youth, which would decide 
what to do with the juvenile with foster 
homes, group homes and residential treat- 
ment centers (training schools) among the 
choices. A placement is made for 18 months, 
but is renewable for 12-month periods there- 


after until the juvenile reaches age 18. Beyond 
age 18 the placement can only continue with 
the consent of the juvenile, and in no case can 
it last beyond age 21. 


There could be a "commitment" of the 


juvenile to the Elmira Reception Center, 
which lasts for three years. Commitments can 
only be made in the case of 15-year-olds who 
have committed Class A or B felonies. In no 
instance can a commitment last beyond age 
19.

When the sentence ends for a juvenile 


delinquent, he returns to the community with 
no criminal record. 


"The fundamental approach is that we are

There could be a “ placement” with the 
State Division for Youth, which would decide 
what to do with the juvenile with foster 
homes, group homes and residential treat­ 
ment centers (training schools) among the 
choices. A placement is made for 18 months, 
but is renewable for 12-month periods there­ 


after until the juvenile reaches age 18. Beyond 
age 18 the placement can only continue with 
the consent of the juvenile, and in no case can 
it last beyond age 21. 
There could be a “commitment” of the 
juvenile to the Elmira Reception Center, 
which lasts for three years. Commitments can 
only be made in the case of 15-year-olds who 
have committed Class A or B felonies. In no 
instance can a commitment last beyond age 
19.

When the sentence ends for a juvenile 
delinquent, he returns to the community with 
no criminal record. 
“The fundamental approach is that we are 
dealing with naughty children whose pattern 
of behavior can be changed,” said Ulster 
County Family Court Judge Hugh R. Elwyn, 
who has been in office for 12 years and who 
presided in the above cited cases involving 
the killer of the taxi driver and the 15-year- 
old cunaway. 
Describing himself as disillusioned with 
such an approach, he said that while re­ 
habilitation works “ reasonably well” with 
relatively minor offenses . . . and if the 
juvenile has a stable home background, “ It is 
a totally inadequate system when dealing 
with serious crime.” 
“ Rehabilitation is a myth, a pious hope, 
Most efforts at reform and rehabilitation are 
a collosal failure,” Judge Elwyn said, explain­ 
ing that he has come to question the abipitv

• The individual, or neurotic delinquent, 


who is typically from a middle class or lower 
middle class family in which one or both 
parents are raising the child. The child 
rearing is not conducive to the child growing 
up with a good set of values. In some cases 
the child is overindulged; in others the pa- 
rents are too restrictive. In many families 
there is marital dissension and very often the 
parents are separated.

They join a gang to "belong" and 
to gain status. 


According to Dr. Baker, the second category 


is a minor factor in Ulster County. 


The greatest influence on a child's later 


behavior comes from his home, she indicated, 
citing some negative influences such as pa- 
rents who see nothing wrong with taking a 
towel or an ashtray from a motel, or laughter 
by parents when their young children do 
something wrong—an implication by ths pa- 
rents that they condone what was done. 


She said in one case involving a juvenile 


shoplifter the mother for many years payed 
for what the child took—until the child 
reached age 13 when she could no longer 
afford to pay for whut the child stole. "What 
kind mf moral attihude is that?" she asked 
rhetorically.
